Newly-Formed Village Housing Commission 


NEIL COONEY 


Nell Cooney, president of the Buk of 


Elk Grove, was appointed Elk Grove 
Housing Commission chairman Tuesday, 
at the commission's first organizational 
meeting. 


Cooney was previously a member of 


the Elk Grove Village Housing Task 
Force, which disbanded when the com- 
mission was created by village ordinance 
in June. 


Establishment of the commission was 


called for last spring by the housing task 
force which began to study toe housing 


situation after three children died in No- 
vember in a house fire outside the vil- 
lage.. 


Six members of the housing task force 


have been appointed to the nine-member 
commission. Besides Cooney, they are 
William Koretke, Edward Kenna, Joseph 
WeHman, Mrs. Donald Todd and the 
Rev. Maynard Beal. 


JAMES MORITA and Cathy Duaba 


were also appointed. One position re- 
mains vacant. 


Five of the members were sworn in by 


Jack Pahl, village president They were 
Cooney, Koretke, Kenna, Morita, and, 
Wellman. The others were on vacation, 
Koretke said. 


Cooney, who is also a member of the 


Elk Grove Park District Board, and the 
Elk Grove Chamber of Commerce, has 
lived in Elk Grove Village for seven 
years. 


He is presently living at 121 Totten- 


ham, with his wife and 16-year-old son. 
. Cooney said he views the housing situ- 
ation in Elk Grove as both economical 


and political. However, the purpose of 
•the housing commission according to the 
ordinance, is to assist and advise the 
president and board with measures nec- 
essary to provide adequate and safe 
housing for all individuals in the commu- 
nity. 


IN ORDER TO do this the commission 


hopes to initiate a comprehensive sur- 
vey, .although funds for such a survey 
have not yet been made available. Deter- 
mination of a future housing program is 
also on the agenda. 


The commission has been termed an 


"advisory body" by Village Attorney Ed- 
ward Hofert. 


Committee chairmen for the commis- 


sion are expected to be appointed at the 
next meeting, scheduled for Sept. S at 8 
p.ra. in the village hall. After that the. 
commission- plans to meet each third- 
Tuesday of the month beginning Sept. IS,: 
unless something special arises necessi- 
tating an additional meeting, Koretke 


Sailing In The Backyard 


Sailboating has become a national 


sport and for some Elk Grove Village 
resident* it's no further than their own 
backyard. 


They live In Elk Grove Estates, a 


townhouse community with a 35-acre 
nan-made' take just northwest of the in- 
tersection at BitsterfleM and Arlington 
Heights roads In Elk Grove Village. The 
lake is the first and only in Elk Grove. 


"We bought the lake and took the 


townhouse with it," said Mrs. Hans 
Schneider who live* on Versaines Circle, 
one of the streets running through the 
Centex Corp. development. 


She and her. husband moved in in Feb- 


ruary with their two sailboats and a ca- 
noe. She said In the summer they use the 
lake often for their favorite water sport. 


BACKYARD SAILOR* use the lake 


daily and according to Bob Winkle, Cen- 
tex sales director, as many as 20 boats 
have been seen on the lake in one day. 
The lake, restricted to use by residents 
of the development only, was finished 
last year but this is the first'summer 
sails have unfurled. 


Winkle said motor boats ire not 


allowed on the lake because they go too 
fast, make too much noise and help pol- 
lute. He said the lake isn't made for wa- 
ter skiing.. 


Besides boating, the lake will be open 


next summer to resident fishermen. 
Winkle said it has already been stocked 
with catfish, perch and bass but this 
summer Centex is giving them time to 
multiply. Plans are also being made for 
a boat launching area next summer. 


When sailboats and fishing poles go 


into storage, residents can bring out' 
their ice-skates for some winter recrea- 
tion as the lake freezes over. Snow- 
mobiles are not an uncommon sight. 


Depth of the lake varies from 4 to 18 


feet and is used as a water retention ba- 
sin for the 3M towhhouses in the devel- 
opment. 


CENTEX CORPORATION now main- 


tains the lake but soon a' homeowners 
association of Elk Grove Estates resi- 
dents will take over its care. Winkle said 
the development has room for about 1,400 
families and that about 300 families have 
moved In since the'development opened

Foods With Cyclamates Banned 


Foods with cyclamates are dis- 


appearing from the shelves of Elk Grove 
Village food stores. 
' The removal of foodstuffs made with 
cyclamates is, in accordance with Fri- 
day's ruling by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration banning the artificial sweet- 
ener as of Sept. 1. 


According to a spokesman for the Jew- 


el Food Store, only six or seven foods are 
now being sold with cyclamates, and 
these are "specially packed" foods such 
as fruits with only one season. 


All other foods with cyclamates were 


banned last year. Some firms were 
granted permission to sell certain prod- 
ucts during the year until the Sept. 1 
deadline. Any diet food, including fruits 
and vegetables must now be manufac- 
tured without cyclamates. 


Dietetics will not be able to get foods 


containing the artificial sweetener even 
by prescription The effect on their diets 
will not be serious, however, according 
to Dr. Colette Rasmussen of the Cook 
County Board of Health. 


"SOME PATIENTS WHO have depend- 


ed on these foods win need help to read- 


just but it was perfectly possible to con- 
trol diabetes before we had cyclamates," 
die said. 


Only one cyclamate-containing food is 


on the shelves at Hi-Lo Foods, 990 Grove 
Mall, and it is expected to sell out within 
the week. Assistant Store Manager Stan 
Goolish expressed his personal dislike for 
the decision, but said "there's nothing we 
can do about it." 


At the IGA Foodliners Store, 49 Park 


and Shop Lane, Co-owner Henry Ayasse 
said, "As far as I understand, what we 
have received from the manufacturers, 


the brand we carry is OK."' 


He added that most fruits and vege- 


tables contain enough natural sugar so 
as not to require much sweetening for 
canning. 


Foods with cyclamates have remained 


on the market because the FDA ruled 
they were beneficial to diabetics and 
overweight persons. The decision was re- 
versed on the basis of scientific informa- 
tion from the National Academy of Scien- 
ces Research Council which Judged them 
suspect of causing cancer in high fre- 
quency.

most Repubttauw as a step by the Cook 
County Democratic Organbatton to strip 
township government of Ms power. 


Dunne, a Democrat ssaktog re-election 


as county board president, sakt the pro- 
posed legislation would allow needy fam- 
ilies In the suburban areas to continue to 
cotteet general assistance payments but 
would not require townships to levy taxes 
te cover the costs. 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE funds have 


traditionally been paid front the commis- 
sion received by the township collector, 
Dunne said. 


Earlier this year, the Ullnoii Supreme 


Court upheld a tower court ruling that 
the collector's commission was uncon- 
stitutional. 


However, the county collector still has 


the authority to retain a one per cent 
commission on collections for municipal- 
ities and 1U per cent on collections for 
other taxing districts. 


"Since the court ruling has diminished 


the revenue of townships and increased 
the county revenues, though not by as 
much, I think it is reasonable for the 
county to take over the general assis- 
tance burden of those townshisp which 
wish to yield it," Dunne said. 


Dunne had originally sought to have 


the county take over the general assis- 


tance payments without legislation but 
State's Atty. Edward V. Hanrahan's of- 
fice ruled that statutory authority to do 
so must first be obtained; 


THE FIVE NORTHWEST suburban 


townships (Maine, Wheeling, Palatine, 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove) are among 
the lowest hi the county hi number of 
general assistance cases last year, ac- 
cording to county figures. 


Figures for March, 1970, show Wheel- 


Ing Township with the highest payment 
figure in the area — $2,563. Maine Town- 
ship paid $1,835 during the same month 
while Elk Grove paid $1,461; Schaum- 
burg paid $8W and Palatine paid $837. 


Wheeling Township also had the most 


persons on general assistance in March 
with 80. The other townships all were un- 
der SO persons. 


The average payment per case was 


about $100 In the five townships.

No Sand, But Buggies Big 


If you happen to tee • little old lady 


riding down • Wheeling street in a chart- 
reuse dune buggy don't be surprised. 


In fact, one little old lady even assem- 


bled a buggy herself. 


Dune buggies are as easy to assemble 


as a model railroad setup, according to 
Rick Murphy, part owner of "Sand- 
poiutders," a Wheeling firm that sells 
dune buggy kits. "Two people could do it 
in a weekend If they wanted to," Murphy 
said. 


Dune buggies, cars that were original- 


ly designed to run on sand, are used 
mostly as fun cars or a second family 
car In this area, Murphy said. 


When used on the street, dune buggies 


can drive long distances and accelerate 
up to 70 miles per hour just like any oth- 
er car, he added. 


Because of a lack of sand and beaches 


in this area, Murphy said, the dune bug- 


gy is not a profitable car to buy for 
beach use in the Northwest suburbs. 
However, there are organized off-road 
racing competitions near Rockford and 
meets sponsored by car clubs. 


THE DUNE BUGGY market in this 


area is extensive, even without beaches 
Murphy said. "They're good for the 
homeowner who runs out of things to do 
at home and feels he should do some- 
thing creative," he added. 


"Dune buggies are becoming more 


popular because people are becoming 
oriented as to what a dune buggy Is and 
what it can do," the Sandpounders owner 
said. 


Murphy explained that a person who 


wants to build a dune buggy must first 
own a Volkswagen, "They bring the 
Volkswagen into our shop and we show 
them how to take it apart," he said. The 
builder then buys the dune buggy kit and 


attaches the parts to the Volkswagen 
chassis, Murphy said. 


A Volkswagen is used, he said, because 


they can be easily shortened and 
changed. 


SANDPOUNDERS, 516 N. Milwaukee 


Ave., stocks kits with which to construct 
a dune buggy. One kit Includes only the 
hood, body and dashboard. Another kit 


i includes the first kit's equipment plus the 
windshield, headlights and basic hard- 
ware. The Super Kit which sells for 
about $800, contains the complete body, 
preassembled and wired and ready to sat 
on the Volkswagen chassis.

For mo* of her life, Mrs. Alice GOD- 


tales of 45 Ridgewood, Elk Grove Village 
has been a master of bridge. 


Now she has the Utte to prove it. She 


attained the Life Master ranking of the 
American Contract Bridge League at the 
Summer National Contract Bridge Tour- 
nament held recently in Boston. 


A bridge player for fifty yean, she is 


a tmfaiue grandmother in another way — 
she is one of the few women her age 
(which (he doesn't admit) who sHH has 
the energy for tennis. 


The youthful grandmother says she 


plays, "as much a* possible,," usually 
several times a week. Her only com- 
plaint is that she is "getting to the age 
when there aren't that many women who 
can play." 


Her solution is to play tennis with men, 


or with youngsters, with whom she says 
she has "a good rapport." 


THIS SUMMER she taught a 14-year- 


old boy the basics of tennis. She said she 


(was surprised but very proud to see him 
win the tennis championship at his camp 
— from a field of 60 boys. 


For her fortieth wedding anniversary 


she received a steel racket, and after a 
year of play she said she has finally be- 
come used to it. 


In the end, however, her first love is 


bridge, and she'll take any excuse to 
play, social or tournament She'll always 
provide stiff competition — as a Life 
Master, she is among the elite top one- 
third of one per cent of all bridge players 
in America. 


Only slightly more than 13,000 among 


an estimated 40 million American bridge 
players have achieved Life Master rank- 
ing, which requires the amassing of at 
least 300 Master Points. 


FIFTY OF THESE points must be 


"red" — earned in the tough competition 
of national and regional championships. 


The ten-day tournament featured eight 


events and five thousand players from 
all over the United States and Canada. 


Mrs. Gonzales earned her fiftieth red 


point by scoring high in the Swiss teams 
event, which consists of four-man teams 
paired against other four-man teams 
with new pairings after eight hands. She 
also scored well in the open pair, individ- 
ual and advanced senior master events. 


The Bridge enthusiast learned the bas- 


ics of the game from her father when she 
was eight years old. She has been play- 
ing for well over SO years, although she 
has played duplicate regularly for only 
five-years. 


HER PARTNER in competition around 


the country was her husband, until he 
died five months ago. Since then she has 
participated in contract bridge games at 
least four times a week, often with Roll- 
ing Meadows Life Master Ursula Rob- 
erts. 


Mrs. Gonzales enjoys playing at the 


Randhurst games, held Sunday, Wednes- 
day and Friday nights and Thursday 
mornings. The best1 games around, she 
reports, are at the Park Ridge YMCA on 
Tuesdays at 11 a.m. 


All games are open, and Mrs. Gonzales 


warns that beginners at duplicate bridge 
"get hooked" on the game. "We're just a 
breed apart," she says, describing her- 
self as of "a competitive nature." 


In competition, she not only gets the 


chance to pursue her "favorite hobby," 
but she also travels in the Midwest and, 
for the nationals, all around the country. 


SHE IS A GRADUATE of Smith Col- 


lege, near the summer tournament city 
of Boston, and she spent a month in the 
East, with a trip to Vermont and Maine, 
her home state. 


Entry fees for duplicate games are 


nominal. At Randhurst, for instance, 
* 1.50 covers rental of the Town H«ll,a 
small compensation for the director, and 
registration of Master Points. At national 
competitions, the cost can rise to $3M or 
$4 per session. 


Mrs. 
GooMles notes that the local 


charge is less man that for most movies, 
and she said, "We like it better!"

Edward, of San Jose State, told a recent 
state of Washington hearing on DDT that 
"the persons who are being paid to work 
for a ban on DDT have found it ex- 
pedient to engage In wholesale dis- 
tortions of the truth." 


Edward, himself an ardent con- 


servationist, said: "DDT is truly a re- 
marksMe compound. While not banning 
a single person in X yean of intensive 
and widespread use, it has saved mil- 
lions of humans from death at the hands 
of horrible diseases transmitted by In- 
sects." 


DDT has been, used around the world 


as a control for malaria, typhus and dy- 
sentery, and its use to agriculture has 
increased the food supply of many under- 
developed countries. 


The World Health Organization, which 


has tested 1,S» insecticides to replace 
DDT in malarial campaigns without suc- 
cess, says the "selective use of DDT is 
justified and warranted." 


Dr. Thomas H. Jukes, professor of 


medical physics at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley, warned against a 
worldwide ban on DDT, or a U.S. ban on 
exporting the chemical. He told UPI the 
move to ban DDT is "emotional" and 


nnfactual. More than 530 million 
people 
have 
been "exposed to DDT 


without a single case of sickness result- 
ing," he said, adding: 


"The effects on wildlife which have 


been attributed to DDT really need fur- 
ther testing because there are poisons in 
the environment such as polychlorinated 
biphenyls which produce similar ef- 
fects." 


On the other side, he pointed to the 


malarial country of Ceylon, where a 
DDT eradication program brought the 
number of cases of the disease down to 
17 in 1963. The campaign was stopped to 
1964, and by the end of 1988 there were 
a million cases of Malaria in Ceylon, 
Jukes said. 


"So they are bringing back DDT house 


spray," be said, "But the campaign was 
slowed because they had to order DDT 
from an eastern European country. It 
wasn't delivered so they had to order 
again from the United States." 


Jukes, 
who is 
assistant director 


of the university's space science labora- 
tory, believes a replacement for DDT 
eventually wfll be found, but for the pre- 
sent it should be used for "selective pur- 
poses." He warned that intensive propa- 
ganda against it "wfll make people who 
really need it In tropical countries less 
willing, to accept its use to protecting 
their health."

He added: "The anti-DDT campaign is 


anti-Mack and neocolonial as far as I'm 
concerned. It's not caring about people in 
the less fortunate parts of the world 


—Just making a great deal of fuss about 
things in the United States —about some 
of the fish and pelicans and so on and 
never considering the jnlfflons of Mack 
people who are suffering from tropical 
diseases." 


The doctor panted to a picture on his 


office wall of an African blinded by on- 
choceriasis, a disease carried by the 
Mack fly. 


"In some villages aU the adults if 


blind and are led around by chfldroB lib 
themselves win become blind," Jnfa 
said. "It is carried by a river fly that is 
susceptible to DDT and it affects M« mil- 
lion people. 


"So, I've taken a great many brickbato- 


for standing up for DDT, but as long as 
Pve got that man's picture on the wan, I 
don't give a damn." 


Japan: Industrial 
Giant in 25 Years 


TOKYO <UPI)-On Aug. IS, IMS, tired, 


hungry Japanese clustered around radios 
to hear Emperor Hirohlto ten them to a 
stilted court dialect that they had lost the 
war. 


The 25th anniversary of that broadcast 


finds Japan's friends and enemies alike 
staring uneasily at the industrial giant 
that arose from the ashes of Tokyo and 
Hiroshima. 


Beaten to a pulp by American bombers 


and stripped of her overseas empire to 
IMS, Japan last year ran up a gross na- 
tional product of «104 billion -trailing 
only the United States and the Soviet 
Union. The goal for 1970 is 1200 billion. 


Japan builds the largest and most ad- 


vanced cargo ships to the world. In 1969 
she overtook Germany to become the No. 
3 maker 
of machine tools. Trading 


with almost every nation, she earned 
$3.28 billion to international business last 
year. 


Long a borrower, Japan has become 


one of the world's great lenders and 
overseas investors. Japanese enterprises 
had $1.97 billion invested to foreign coun- 
tries at the end of 1969, including $594 
million to the United States and Canada. 


Finance ministers of developing na- 


tions are beating a path to her door, 
seeking Japanese loans, investment and 
foreign aid. 


President Nixon and his advisors look 


on Japan's postwar .success story as a 
"plus" for the United States. Anxious to 
keep Communist Chins Isolated to Asia, 
the United States has found the Vietnam 
War a heavy financial burden and counts 
heavily on Japanese foreign aid to bol- 
ster the economies of Asia's non-Commu- 
nist countries. Japan dispensed 
$l.as 
billion to economic help to do-' 


veloptag nations last year, most of It to 
Asia.

The SLIDESmobile was designed by 


the three women who head up the vision 
and hearing screening program, Helen 
Appeldoorn, director; Helen Gibbons, 
eonmltant for the visually handicapped; 
and Joan Wootton, consultant for the 
hearing handicapped. 


"We knew what we wanted and what 


we needed," aald MUM Gibbon. "We 
consulted with others and came up with 
a workable d«*ign. The SLIDESmobile is 
the first of its kind." 


PRIOR TO THE construction of the 


SLIDESmobile, the equipment used in 
screenings was set up at the various 
school* and other spots. Many time* ade- 
quate apace and surroundings were not 
available making screening difficult. 


The Interior i* decorated in bright blue 


and yellow with birch walls throughout, 
there are no sharp contrasts in colors 
and no glare making for a good visual 
environment. A 6-foot square soundproof 
room (which eliminates 98 per cent of all 
noise) was constructed with walls over 
• foot thick Miss Wootton described the 
rooni as being comparable to a doctor's 
office and the finest and best made. 


Screening appointments are made be- 


fore the arrival of the unit. Pre-schoo- 
lers, over the age of 3, are given the 
various vision and hearing tests. 


••MANY or THE LITHE children are 


not able to complete the first screening 
In rWon," said Miss Gibbons. "Some are 
shy; or frightened or too immature. We 
ash their parents to bring them back at a 
laUr time and, while they're home, to 


readiness games with them. If our 


screenings point to a sight problem, we 
give the mother an ocular form to be 
filled out by the doctor and returned to 
us. If we don't receive the form, we call 
to see if the child has had the follow-up 
treatment. 


"Unless the problem is very obvious, 


we will ask the child to return for a sec- 
ond screening before seeing a physi- 
cian," she continued. "A rescreemng 
does not mean that there is a definite 
problem. We rescreen for a variety of 
reasons. Whatever information we gather 
is transmitted to the schools, including 
reports from doctors. We keep tabs on 
the child until he Is in a regular school 
health program where annual testing is 
given." 


Miss Gibbons is helped with the vi- 


sion testing by two technicians who have 
been certified by the ffllMfe Department 
of Public Health. 


One of the handicaps Miss Gibbons and 


her staff look for is amblyopia, or "lazy 
eye," the inability of a child to develop 
central or reading vision in one eye. It is 
usually correctable if found and treated 
at an early age. But the problem with 
the disease is that often the parents are 
not aware that their child Is seeing with 
only one eye. Between three and four per 
cent of the children in the United States 
are afflicted with amblyopia. 


Hearing, stressed Miss Wootton, is one 


of the basic tools through which a child 
learns to adapt to his environment. It is 
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THIR1 ISN'T anything scary inside, 
finds Danny Schleiter, 4, when he 
looked into the Vision Tester in the 
SLIDESmobile. Mrs. Theresa Allen, vi- 
slon technician supervised the test.

Pure tone andiometric screening tests 


are performed in the soundproof room, 
and pure tone threshold tests can also be 
given. The special facilities in the SLI- 
DESmobile allow for modification of 
procedures if a child won't cooperate or 
doesn't understand. The children do not 
wear earphones (which frightens many 
smaller ones) and are able to commu- 
nicate verbally with the technician giv- 
ing the screening. 


"WE ARE IN NO way trying to elimi- 


nate a doctor. They can do things medi- 
cally and do diagnosis whereas we just 
provide them with as extensive Informa- 
tion as possible," Miss Wootton said. 


"Studies by public health have shown 


that 85 per cent of all children with hear- 
ing problems can be helped to the point 
first time around. The second time the 
figure drops to 3^4 per cent. Better man 
70 per cent of the children we screen re- 
spond well to it." 


Miss Wootton also has two certified 


technicians working with her in hearing 
screening. 
Generally one technician 


works outside of the soundproof room at 
a control console to control the amount 
of sound being fed into the room and to 
watch for responses in the child Another 
techiician can remain in the room with 
the child If necessary. 


"OUR PURPOSE for all the equip- 


ment we have," said Miss Appeldoorn," 
is to provide the parents with a reliable 
test that she can take to a doctor if dec- 
essary. We have good test conditions, 
adequate equipment and trained person- 
nel. 


"We spend the money in our budget 


the way we think it will best serve the 
communities we serve. Actually a small 
port of our budget goes for equipment 
and hardware is always needed." 


The Soroptimlst Club of Des Plaines, of 


which Miss Appeldoorn is a member, 
recently donated an audiometer to 
SLIDES. Presently, $1,700 is needed for 
an "artificial ear" with which to test 
equipment, 


THE SLIDES PROGRAM serving this 


area, one of 16 similar programs in the 
state, is being watched by other regions. 
The SLIDESmobile Is unique and has al- 
ready proven to be an asset to the pro- 
gram.

Ticket Quota Hit 


I wish to take vigorous exception to 


Mr. Vesely's article (in the Aug. 4 Her- 
ald) defending police ticket quota sys- 
tems. First, any competent accident in- 
vestigator will tell you that there' is more 
than one cause to most accidents. White 
the driver may make a mistake, there 
are usually contributing factors — pri- 
marily, highway design, lighting, in- 
adequate traffic control devices, etc. — 
which if corrected would make the street 
or intersection much safer than issuing a 
quota of tickets to subsequent motorists 
at that intersection. This type of quota 
system assumes an inherent stupidity or 
malevolence among motorists and ex- 
cellence in government highway design, 
that is, the public win do no right, the 
state can do no wrong. 


Second, as long as police officers con- 


tinue to write tickets for moving offenses 
under conditions where no unsafe act oc- 
curs, they do not deserve and will not 
receive the support of intelligent people. 
They have been brainwashed to believe 
that "illegal" is the same as "unsafe." 
Radar traps are usually found where 
they can produce the most revenue: on a 
section of highway where the difference 
between the safe speed and an unrealis- 
tic slower legal speed is greatest. 


THE THEORETICAL objective of traf- 


fic laws is to promote highway safe- 
ty.But the determination of "safety" is 
an engineering function, not a political 
one. Judicial refusal to require proof of 
the occurrence of an unsafe (not illegal) 
act to convict a person on a traffic 
charge and a system which makes it 
more convenient to plead guilty than in- 
nocent, indicate that our police and gov- 
ernments intend to condition us to obey 
any arbitrary law, like unquestioning 
mindless robot-slaves.

Slated For Fall

courses offered in Oils area. 


The eight week course, entitled Semi- 


nar in Environmental Pollution, Is a non- 
credit extension offered at Harrington 
High School In Barrington. 


The class will meet from Thursday, 


Sept. 17 to Nov. 5 in Room 233 for two 
hours each Thursday. Cost of the course 
for residents of the Harper community 
college district is 110; for out-of-dlstrict 
residents, the cost is H2.7I. 


Ray Schwartz, director of the River 


Trails Nature Center, located east of 
Prospect Heights, will be teaching the 
COUTM. 


He explained that the course will not

SCHWARTZ SAID that the first class 


sessions will explain how ecology relates 
to the average person, and bow scientists 
have drawn conclusions which have led 
to the present concern about ecology.

ernmental aspects of ecology. He hopes 
to be able to cover an of the material 
within his allocated eight-week course. A 
second session of the course is possible 
at Harper if the first eight weeks are 
successful, he said. 


A student can register for the course in 


the first or second class session, or by 
coming to the Harper campus, Algonquin 
and Roselle roads, Palatine, Room A-213, 
from 9 ,m. to 9 p.m. between Aug. 31 and 
Sept. 12 (hours are from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
on Fridays and from 9 a.m. to noon on 
Saturdays). 


Schwartz's course is not the college's 


first expression of interest in ecology and 
pollution. At the college's dedication in 
early May, environmentalist Frank B. 
Golley, professor of ecology and zoology 
at the University of Georgia, was the 
speaker. 


The college also participated in Earth 


Day observances during the spring, by 
permitting a day-long series of speakers 
on various topics of pollution and ecolo- 
gy-

bank. Prior to 1966, almost all one-bank 
holding companies were formed by 
groups of individuals or by corporations 
which bought a bank for investment pur- 
poses. In these cases, banking was not a 
major part of the holding companies' to- 
tal activities. 


Sometime in 1967, banks themselves 


began to form one-bank holding com- 
panies. By April, 1970, the number of 
banks controlled by one-bank holding 
companies was 1,116, a 74 per cent in- 
crease over 1966. By June 30, 1969 com- 
bined deposits of these companies ap- 
proached $140 billion, nearly 33 per cent 
of total deposits of all banks in the na- 
tion. 


Almost without exception, the one-bank 


holding companies formed since 1966 
have been created by banks. Generally, 
the motive has been to enable banks to 
diversify into activities prohibited to 
banks as such by state and federal legis- 
lation. 


It is expansion by banks into non-bank- 


ing businesses that is at the heart of the 
controversy over one-bank holding com- 
panies. To some, this development is a 
serious threat to the traditional separa- 
tion of banking from commerce. To oth- 
ers, it means greater efficiency In pro- 
viding a wide range of financial services. 


According to the article, federal bank 


legislation since 1933 has consistently ex- 
empted one-bank holding companies 
from statutory regulation. The reason: 
their existence was of little consequence. 
Today, however, the size and importance 
of these companies require an in- 
vestigation into their implications for the

In presenting the pros and cons of the 


one-bank holding' company, the article, 
states that regulators should determine 
the impact of these companies in four 
specific areas. One is safety: do one- 
bank holding companies pose any threat 
to the nation's banking system? Two is 
efficiency: will this new organization 
help provide better or cheaper banking 
services? Three is fairness,: will all cus- 
tomers be treated fairly by these com- 
panies? Four is competition: will the 
competitive effects be positive or nega- 
tive as one-bank holding companies ac- 
quire more and more non-banking busi- 
nesses? By outlining arguments for both 
sides of these issues, the article attempts 
to establish the extent of the need for 
regulation of one-bank holding com- 
panies. 


Legislation now pending in the U. S. 


Congress reflects the diversity of opinion 
regarding one-bank holding companies. 
An administration-backed bill consid- 
ered the most liberal would impose only 
minimum restrictions on one-bank hold- 
ing companies. A bill introduced by Rep. 
Wright Patman (Texas) would all but 
put them out of business. Whatever legis- 
lation is finally adopted probably will lie 
somewhere between these extremes. 


The Chicago Fed foresees some kind of 


one-bank holding company legislation in 
this session of Congress. However, it con- 
cludes by saying: "No one is likely to be 
completely satisfied by, the, legislation fi- 
nally adopted. Any law sufficiently liber- 
al to satisfy the banks would probably be 
distasteful to those who are opposed to 
commercial bank encroachment on their 
industries and to those who oppose the 
concentration of economic power on 
broader social grounds."

Vice Admiral Jock McCain broke into 


a little dance step, then grabbed Fleet 
Admiral BUI Halsey by the arm. They 
grinned at each other like a couple of 
Uds lust out of school. 


Milling around them on the small gal- 


lery deck of the USS Missouri were some 
M Allied generals and admirals. The 
«,000-ton battleship, her guns pointed 
skyward and the flags of the Allied pow- 
ers fluttering in a light breeze, was an- 
chored at last In Tokyo Bay. 


It was shortly before 9 a.m. Sept. 9, 


1»48. Clouds hid the sun and Mt Fuji- 
yama, which should have loomed to the 
west. The generals aid admirals on the 
gallery deck and thousands of other offi- 
cers aad men hanging from the super- 
structure of the Missouri and aboard dox- 
ens 
of 
other 
warships anchored 


nearby awaited the Japanese surrender 
delegation for the final act of the war 
which had begun 3,900 miles to the east 
with the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor Dec. 7,1M1. 


McCAIN, WHOSE son new commands- 


U.S. forces in the Pacific from that same 
Pearl Harbor, said something to Halsey. 
Halsey laughed and replied. From the 
top of a 19-inch gun turret immediately 


above the small, protected dock on the 
starboard side of the sUp, it was impos- 
sible to know what they were saying. 
From one who know tough "Admiral 
Bill" when he was pulling together the 
battered forces at Guadalcanal three 
years earlier, it was not hard to guess 
that the words were not complimentary 
to the Japanese.. 


Then a small American boat was sight- 


ad moving through the armada toward 
the Missouri. She pulled up to the star- 
beard side whDe the generals and admi- 
rals assembled hi ranks along the in- 
board side and the rear of the small 
dock. In Its center, placed lengthwise 
across the deck, was a table about two 
feet wide and eight feet long. Straight- 
back chairs ware placed on each side of 
tha table. 


Up the steep stairs from the small boat 


came tha Japanese delegation. The ship 
grew quiet as American officers met 
than at the rafl forward of the gallery 
deck. A grim-faced but very correct 
American officer conducted them to the 
cleared ana at the forward end of the 
gallery deck. 


THERE WEBB 11 of them — seven 


generals and admirals in uniform, three 
men formally attired in'top hats and 
morning coats and one man In a rumpled 
white suit. They looked uncomfortable 
aad unhappy aa they assembled baton 
the waiting Alisd party on tha deck of 
one of tha world's most powerful war- 
ships, bulk sine* their bombs dropped at 
Pearl Habor. 


Among the flag* fluttering overhead 


was the U.S. flag which had flown over 
the Capitol in Washington that morning 
nearly four yean earlier. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur, who had 


bom 
designated supreme Allied com- 


mander hi Japan, stepped forward. Bis 
face was grim 
and one wondered 


about his thoughts at this moment 


He told the Japanese it was his in- 


tention to discharge his responsibilities 
with "justice and tolerance" but "to en- 
sure that the terms of the surrender an 
fully, promptly and faithfully complied 
with> 


THEN HE SATO, "It is my earnest 


hope and, indeed, the hope of all man- 
kind that from this solemn occasion a 
better world shall emerge out of the 
blood and carnage of the past, a world 
dedicated to the dignity of man and the 
fulfillment of his most cherished wish - 
for freedom, tderence and justice." 


First to sign for tha Japanese was new- 


ly-designated Foreign Minister Mamoru 
Shlgemltsu. The artificial leg be ac- 
quired after a Korean terrorist bombing 
in Shanghai in 1983 caused him to limp 
as ha stepped forward. He doffed his top 
hat as be seated himself with some diffi- 
culty at the table aad began the dis- 
tasteful Job of signing away his country's 
sovereignty. One could not know then 
(hat soon Shlgamitsu would be convicted 
as a war criminal, would serve five 
years hi prison, then rise again to post of 
foreign minister in less than another five 
years, a symbol 
of 
the 
firm 
but 


constructive occupation administered by 
MacArthur. 


Shlgemltsu signed where MacAurthur 


told him to, once la a black-bound copy 
for the Japanese in their language and 
once in a gold-bound copy In English for 
the Allies. He was followed by Gen. 
Yoshijlro Umetsu, chief of the imperial 
general staff, who signed for the Japa- 
nese armed forces.

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IT MUST HAVE galled Umetsu, a 


proud officer of the military machine 
which had swept through Southeast Asia 
in the early days of the war toward what 
they thought would be domination of half 
the world, to sign a document which 
stated: "We hereby proclaim the uncon- 
ditional surrender to the allied power* of 
the Japanese Imperial G.H.Q. and of aB 
Japanese armed forces and all armed 
forces under Japanese control wherever 
situated." 


Japanese Navy Minister Admiral MR- 


sumasa Yonai was to ten me in an inter- 
view a few weeks later that knowl- 
edgeable Japanese military men believed 
the turning point of the war came only 
six months after Pearl Harbor hi the 
great air-naval battle at Midway in June, 
1942, and that they knew Japan could not 
win the war after they lost Guadalcanal 
the following winter. How different might 
have been the course of history and how 
many million lost and shattered lives 
might have been saved had Premier Hi- 
deki Tojo believed that. 


When Umetsu stepped back, MacAr- 


thur said, "Will Gen. Wainwright and 
Gen. Perdval step forward while I 
sign?" Lt. Gen. Jonathan Wainwright, 
who surrendered at Corregidor, and Brit- 
ish Gen. Ernest Perdval, who surren- 
dered at Singapore, came to attention be- 
hind the chair in which MacArthur 
seated himself to sign as supreme com- 
mander in Japan., Released only a few 
days previously from the Japanese pris- 
on camps in which they had spent most 
of the war, they were emaciated, but 
•proud and erect. 


MacArthur appeared to be under con- 


siderable emotional stress. His hand 
shook slightly as he took up the first of 
five pens with which he signed the docu- 
ments. 
When he had completed the 


signing, he rose and handed one pen to 
Wainwright, another to Perchnl They 
saluted smartly. 


Then Fleet Admiral Chester Nimitz, 


supreme Allied commander, 
Pacific 


Ocean areas, stepped forward to sign for 
the United States. Although the general 
public credited MacArthur with the Pa- 
cific victory, it was the force, under Nim- 
ttz's command 
which won the vic- 


tories 
at 
Midway and Guadalcanal 


and moat of the island stepping stones 
across the Pacific —Tarawa, Kwajalein, 
Guam and the Marianas Islands from 
which the B29s launched their attacks 
against Japan. 


The white-haired admiral, his often 


friendly blue eyes icy and cold on this 
occasion, called for Vice Adm. Forrest C. 
Sherman, his chief of staff, and Habey 


to stand behind him as he signed. 


Then followed admirals and generals 


representing Great Britain, China, the 
Soviet Union, Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada, France and the Netherlands. 
When 
Gen. Sir Thomas Blarney 


signed for Australia, he placed his. signa- 
ture on the wrong fine. He hesitated, 
then shrugged. The Japanese noted this 
when their copy was handed to them 
They were assared tot surrender was va- 
lid, nevertheless. 


It was approximately 9:30 a.m. when 


the signing was completed and the Japa- 
nese withdrew. The SUB was breaking 
through the clouds as MacArthur spoke 


again, warning that "a way must now fee 
found to preserve the peace because sci- 
ence has given us war of utter destrue- 
bveness. We have had our last chance."*!

our door " 


"These ceremonies are over," be de- 


clared. Out of the south came 
hun- 


dreds of Allied warplanes flying in 
V-formations. They roared up the bay to- 
ward Tokyo in a final display of military 
power over a beaten country about to 
take its first step toward a remark- 
able recovery under the most enlightened 
military occupation in history.

For over 20 years Des Plaines resident 


James Ballowe ha* been Mrving ham- 
burgers on wheels to patrons of his Choo 
Choo restaurant. 


The restaurant, at 600 Lee St. in down-. 


town Des Plaines, is a miniature train 
•tatlon equipped with a Santa Fe model 
train, railroad crossings, and an engi- 
neer and conductor who wear hats and 
blow whistles. 


All food is sent from the kitchen by 


train to customers seated around a 
counter. Two waitresses unload the train, 
•bout "all aboard" and the train is sent 
back to the kitchen to pick up the next 
load. Each time the train is sent out the 
"conductor" blows a whistle — much to 
the delight of young "passengers." 


Choo-Choos 
Keep 


"The idea started," Ballowe said, 


"when my brother was stationed in.the 
Philippines in World War II. "When he 
was in foxholes he used to dream of what 
he would do after the war was .over. He 
was always a model train buff — so 1 
guess that's how he got the idea." 


When Ballowe's brother came home, 


he asked Ballowe what he thought of the 
idea. "I told him the idea^was cute but 
too novel — that it would just wear off 
after a while. But I didn't take into con- 
sideration that there's always a younger 
generation coming up and the restaurant 
would be something new for them." 


SO THE BALLOWE brothers opened 


their first Choo Choo restaurant in 
Skokie in 1948. After that they sold the 
idea as a franchise in Wilmette, Chicago, 


Van Nuys, Calif., and For Lauderdale, 
Fla. 


But the Des Plaines "branch" is the 


only one of its kind that's left. "Th^ only 
reason we're still around is because we 
have • personal management," Ballowe 
.said. "Most people don't want to stay 
around their business all the time, but 
this business requires it." 


Ballowe is a certified teacher but oddly 


enough he hates teaching. "I taught high 
school for one year when I graduated 
from college but I hated every minute of 
it. Then I went to law school," he'contin- 
ued, "and got a law degree. But I didn't 
like practicing law either. So here I am." 


But Ballowe admits he loves running 


the Choo Choo. "If 'I didn't I wouldn't 
have stayed with it for 20 years!"

tion—the kind of normalltatlon the Rus-. 
slant had in mind—has been achieved. 
But the occupation goes on. 


CMchoslovakia today is a sad and sul- 


len nation. Overt protest has nearly 
ceased, The centers of liberalism, like 
the cultural unions and the universities, 
are under strict control. Czechoslovaks 
still speak pungently In private about 
their leaders and the Russians but politi- 
cal apathy Is the rule In public. 


The liberals who led the 'Prague 


spring" and who shouted their defiance 
of the occupiers on the first anniversary 
last year are either in exite or cowed. 


Reports reaching here from Prague 


say the liberals who led the first-anni- 
versary demonstrations have decided 


against any protests or demonstrations 
this year. They feel it is too dangerous 
and probably would accomplish no more 
than another turn of the hardline screw. 


This dousing of defiance may be the 


hardliners' chief accomplishment over 
the past year. 


On the first anniversary, tens of thou- 


sands' of Czechoslovaks responded to 
whispered instructions by marching, 
dressed in black, for miles through 
Prague rather than ride state-owned 
transport to work. Even conductors 
aboard the empty trams wore black. 


Mobs massed in Wencealas Square in 


downtown Prague and were attacked by 
water hoses and policemen swinging 
truncheons. The demonstrations and riots 
p i t t e d Czechoslovak against Czech- 
oslovak and lasted three days. 


In the end, at least five persons were 


dead in Prague and Brno, hundreds of 
others arrested and a new "emergency" 
law on the books, providing summary 
imprisonment for even the mildest politi- 
cal criticism. That "emergency" law is 
still in force and is one reason why the 
liberals plan no protests this year. 


There have been few open protests 


since then. Instead, the pace of Prague's 
political life bat slowed down beneath a 


Since the first anniversary, liberals 


have been thoroughly purged from all po- 
sitions of influence. Csecboslovaks, who 
previously enjoyed eastern Europe's 
freest travel laws, lost almost an right to 
travel to the West-or even to Yugos- 
lavia. An "exchange of party cards" has 
forced every Communist party member 
to go before examining boards to swear 
his loyalty to both Prague and Moscow 
and Us condemnation of the reform era 
that preceded the invasion. If the board 


remains unconvinced, the member if out 
of the party. 


In an exaggerated way, this is *hat 


happened to Alexander Dubcek since the 
first anniversary. At that time Dubcek, 
the former first secretary of the party, 
was president of parliament. 


Since then, he'lost that job, was bus- 


tled of f in exile—and apparent safety—as 
ambassador to Tnrkey, then called back 
and subjected to four consecutive days of 
grilling by a party committee. Then, 
near collapse, he «ac told that be was 
out of the party be had.served for 30 
years and led for 8" month!,' ' 


Gustav Husak, the man who wcceeded 


Dubcek as party leader, tried to save his 
fellow Slovak by sending bun to Turkey, 
voting against his expulsion from the 
party. So did Dubcek's old colleague, the 
74-year-old president, Ludvik Svoboda. 


Both failed-outvoted by the hard- 


liners on the party's highest coun- 
cils. Now the rumors in Prague say both 


'' may be gone by the time the third anni- 
versary comes, Wtth Svoboda retired and 
Husak kicked upstairs to the ceremonial 
presidency. 


Svoboda was one of the many heroes of 


the "Prague spring." Many of the oth- 
ers-tbe writers, journalist and econo- 
mists —have gone into exile. 


Dubcek will spend the anniversary at 


the Slovak summer cottage where be has 
lived with his family since losing b<s par-,

Old Bomber Slams New Bombers 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPD- The man 


convicted of the 1916 Preparedness Day 
bombing that kilted 10 and injured 40 oth- 
ers doesn't understand the current young 
generation of radical bombers. 


"I don't believe the Weathermen know 


what they are doing," Warren K. Billings 
said in an interview. "They don't seem 
to be accomplishing anything." 


Billings, now 76, added, "I don't be- 


lieve illegal activities accomplish any- 
thing except to attract attention." 
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In occasional appearances before 


groups of college students, he advises the 
young to seek radical goals—some of 
which he shares—by working within the 
system. 


"Anybody with any common sense 


knows there's absolutely no chance of 
creating a revolution in the United 
States, not today. You can't create a rev- 
olution withou' support of the people." 


On July 22, 1916, while thousands 


watched a parade demonstrating willing- 
ness for war, a bomb exploded among 
spectators on a street corner. 


Billings was a young helper of Tom 


Mooney, a radical labor organizer, who 
advocated violence in his newspaper, 
The Blast. 
/ 


Both' were 
convicted 
of murder. 


Billings was sentenced to life in prison 
and Mooney to death, but President 
Woodrow Wilson's intervention caused 
commutation of the death sentence to 
life by the governor. 


Rapidly the two men became central 


figures in what was called an American 
Dreyfus case. Five presidents and six 
governors eventually became involved. 


In one of his first acts in taking office 


in 19S9, Gov. Cuibert Olson, a Democrat, 
pardoned Mooney with the statement 
that the men were innocent and con- 
victed by perjured testimony. 


The law kept Olson from pardoning 


Billings, 
without approval of the state 


Supreme Court, because of a prior felony 
conviction for possession of 60 sticks of 
dynamite. 


The dynamite was in a suitcase, and 


Billings said he was merely delivering 
the suitcase and unaware of the contents. 


Olson, however, commuted Billings' 


sentence to tune served, and Gov. Ed- 


mund G. Brown, another Democrat, gmvei 
him a pardon in 1961. 


Billings and Mooney, who died in 1*42, 


always maintained their innocence. Nu- 
merous historians, like Gov. Olson, con- 
cluded the two men were framed be- 
cause of their labor organizing activities. 


During his 23 years in prison, Billings 


taught himself how to repair 
watch- 


es. 
Upon 
his release, he opened a 


watch shop, married a young lady who 
had corresponded with him, and settled 
in a suburban home. 


Nowadays Billings, who still works at 


watch repairs two days a week, is hardly 
the picture of a'conspiratorial bomber. 


Dressed like a businessman and men- 


tally acute, Billings' face beams as he 
tells detailed anecdotes about "riding the 
rods," hobo jungles and vicious labor 
strife. 


Proportionately as many people used 


hard drugs in his youth as now, Billings 
said. He recalled quitting a construction 
job in Colorado the first day because all 
the workers were "cocheads"—users of 
cocaine. 


"The construction company bought co- 


caine for the workers by the ton," he 
said. "It was pretty bad in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., in 1912, too." 


About his prison experience, Billings is 


philosophical. "I learned a whole lot 
there I wouldn't have learned any other 
way. I learned not to blame people for 
things they did to me when forced by 
circumstance," Billings said, referring tp 
the two witnesses whose testimony con- 
victed him. 


Billings, who describes himself as a 


life-long Democrat, believes the way to 
social change is evolution. "I don't see 
how we can do anything any other way."

BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
Five 


years of campus disorder and fiscal 
backlash have brought the Univer- 
sity 
of California, once the wonder of 


the academic world, to one of the 
gloomiest periods in its history. 


California's new state budget contains 


raises for virtually all employes on the 
state payroll —except university and col- 
lege teachers, 


The university's requested appropria- 


tion tat new construction was cut by the 
legislature by nearly 99 per cent and offi- 
cials are thinking of such measures as 
eliminating freshmen and sophomores, 
.or using temporary buildings like the 
quonsets of World War II. 


At a" meeting of the statewide faculty 


Academic' Senate June 15, president 
Charles Hitcb warned that public dis- 
pleasure was so intense the university 
could suffer "severe damage." 


"If present trends continue," said 


Chairman Albert S. Rodda of the Califor- 
nia Senate's education committee, "the 
university 
will 
become 
a second- 


rate institution." 


Assemblyman Don Mulford of Ber- 


keley, a bitter critic of the university ad- 
ministration, believes there is "a real 
danger the university may not be able to 
recover as we have known it." 


Since the "Free Speech Movement" 


burst on the world at Berkeley In 1964, 
ushering in the era of U.S. Campus dis- 
sent, increasingly violent disorders have 
rocked the system almost every year. 


They were climaxed daring the past 


academic year with disorders in which 
Telegraph Avenue oitoide the Berkeley 
campus was virtually sacked, a Bank of 
America branch was burned to the 
ground near the Santa Barbara campus, 
and a student was shot to death by polieje 
gunfire. 


The-people of California, who built the 


university through decades of beany tax 
inrestnient Into-a system rivalling the 


' best private institutions in the world, 


have reicted with increasing bewilder- 
ment and bitterness. 


"If I was a policeman on duty, I'd 


shoot them," said John DeBonis, a con- 
servative Berkeley city councilman, of 
the student rioters. 


"Let's harass them if you want to call 


it that," DeBonis said. "Let's trrest 
them every day and get them out of Ber- 
keley." 


Rodda blamed political leaders like

In the 
National Academy of Sciences, Cal out- 
numbers Harvard almost two to one. 


The last time the American Council on 


Education assessed graduate programs 
of U.S. universities was in 1968. It con-' 
eluded that California was "the beat bal- 
anced distinguished 
university 
in 


the country." 


This excellence resulted from a kmg- 


continuint decision of state leaders' 
that heavy investment in higher educa- 
tion would pay off.

Indeed it did. California's huge aero- 


space business was attracted in part by 
the availability of brains «n the ftmpus- 
es. 


The state's $4 billion agricultural har- 


vest was fostered by development of 
year-round strawberry plants, crop 
strains with extended seasons, control of 
diseases and a mechanical tomato pick- 
er. 


University scientists built the first 


atom smasher, added 14 elements to the 
periodic table and designed every U.S. 
nuclear device. 


The diverse university system runs 


ranches', movie studios, vineyards and 
numerous seagoing ships. It offers to its 
106,000 students 2,000 different courses, 
including 90 languages ranging from 
Aramaic to Ugaritic. 


But the course has been stormy since. 


1964. 


Reagan won election as governor in 


1966 partly on promises to bring peace to 
the campuses by being tough. But the 
disorders became more numerous and 
violent. 


By early 1967, Reagan's faction on the

.A bit of bourbon act* at a tenderizer 
and flavor booster for the Barbecued Pot 
Roast featured today. It is one of the 
Fred J. Jordan family's favorites to fix 
on the grill. 


Bourbon is just one of several in- 


gredients used in the marinade for this 
chuck roast Soy sauce, brown sugar, 
lemon Juice and Worcestershire sauce 
add to its net. 


"The roast should be marinated at 


least atac hours but is beet done the night 
before," Barbara Jordan explained. 


Although her husband, Fred, formerly 


did most of the grilling, their sons now 
help a great deal with this chore. 


"Rick, who is IS, is working at a res- 


taurant this summer and doesn't have as 
much time as be used to, so our ll-year- 
oU Jeff ha* taken over. He grills steak 
and chicken, but hamburger! are his spe- 
cialty," his mother proudly said. 


THE JORDAN8' daughter, Cindy, is 


very helpful In the kitchen, and B.J., 8, 
sad Sheryl, S, also like to help. 


The family likes their meat done me- 


dium, or pink, so they usually cook the 
chuck roast SS minutes on each side. 


"The cooking time can be Increased or 


decreased, depending on bow you like 
your meat done," Barbara said. 


While the meat is cooking, she usually 


places a "package" of vegetables on the 
grill. They take about the same length of 
time to cook as the meat. Barbara pre- 
pares this by wrapping thinly sliced pota- 
totee and onions in a double thickness of 
foil with a little butter, water, salt and 
pepper. This must be sealed tightly. She 
pierces the package toward the end of 
the cooking period to let the steam es- 
cape. 


"The water helps 'steam' the vege- 


tables, the butter sautees them, and 
eventually they brown from the heat," 
this good cook explained. 


The potatoes and onions make an ap- 


pealing accompaniment for the savory 
chuck roast, which is very lender and 
tasty. Sweet corn and a tossed salad 
complete the meal 


FOR DESSERT, Barbara suggests a 


lemon chiffon cake made from a package 
mix. She frosts it with what she caus her 
Emergency Icing. 


"It's so quick and easy to put together 


and is a frosting that can be made in an 
emergency when you don't have con- 
fectioners sugar on hand," she said. A 
paste of flour and milk is cooked first, 
cooled, and then combined with a 
creamed mixture of butter, granulated 
sugar and vanilla. 


"This isn't as sweet tasting as a con- 


fectioners sugar frosting but makes a 
nice, creamy coating for the cake," said 
Barbara. 


Another of her summertime specialties 


is a molded salad which she calls Lime 
Cooler. Both this recipe and the frosting 
are hand-me-downs from her mother-in- 
law. 


"ITS COOL IN BOTH appearance and 


flavor," she said. A refreshing com- 
bination of lime Jell-0, sour cream, 
crushed pineapple, cherries and nuts, it 
is turned into a ring mold to set. Barbara 
unmoWs it on lettuce leaves and for fes- 
tive occasions.heaps strawberries in the 
center. Rich and colorful,- the salad is 
ideal for a buffet with cold cuts. 


While cooking is one of Barbara's ma- 


jor interests, her hobby is playing 
bridge, and she belongs to the Prospect 
Heights bridge group..She also enjoys 
sewing for herself and her daughters.

The Secret Is Seasoning 


Today's al fresco chef depends on sav- 


ory marinades for his most distinguished 
cookout specialties: Japanese terlyaki, 
bathed in gingered soy and sherry. Lamb 
chunks, Caucasian-style, called shashlik, 
to which the aromas of bay leaves, 
thyme, onion, garlic and red pepper, 
cling. Shish kebabs of the Near East, 
similarly spiced. En brochette, the' 
French way with; skewered meats, al- 
most always well-marinated to lead 
aroma as well as to tenderize the meat. 


Both whole and ground spices are used 


in marinades, the whole spices such as 
peppercorns,, allspice or ginger root re- 
quiring at least 20 minutes heating to re- 
lease flavor.- When whole spices are-sim- 
mered wt'h oil and vinegar, the mari- 
nade should be cooled before it is poured . 
over meat, fish, fowl, or vegetables. 


Uncooked marinades .are quickly and 


easily made with oil, add and ground 
spices or herbs, but generally,their fla- 
vor isn't as potent as that of cooked 
marinades. 


HOW LONG TO MARINATE depends 


on the meat to be tenderted. Beat ke- 
babs should spend about six hours in a 
marinade; flsfe or seafood needs half that 
time; A long mmstrip of neat is ready 
sooner than a cmmky piece of the same 
wight.

It takes only one trip through the check- 


out counter at a food market to know 
that a dollar doesn't buy what it used to. 
And, homemakers who must regularly 
face the total at the end of a long cash 
register tape soon learn to look for bar- 
gains on the shelves. 


One such bargain is found in the meat 


department in the form of economy cuts 
like 
chuck roasts and lower-priced 


poultry items like fryers. When these are 
selected, menu-planning centers around 
the problem of making these meats ap- 
pealing to the hungry mouths that collect 
at the dinner table each evening. 


In these warm evenings of summer, 


covered kettle barbecuing provides a 
part of the answer. This method of cook- 
ing seals in the natural flavors of the 
meat to keep it juicy. Another means is 
suggested by Weber-Stephen Products 
Co., maker of the famous Weber covered 
barbecue kettle. That, is marinating and 
basting. 


There are numerous recipes for mari- 


nades which tenderize the toughest cuts 


* 
and for basting sauces -which enhance 
flavors that otherwise can be quite or- 
dinary. Some have multiple uses, but 
others are strictly adaptable to specific 
meats. The trick is knowing, which is 
best to use. 


The following suggests some low-cost 


meats which help keep the food budget in 
line and provides recipes for appropriate 
marinades and basting sauces.l 


For example, a thick, mouthwateringly 


juicy steak dinner for the whole family 
can be had at chuck roast prices through 
a simply made marinade. The reason for 
its economy is the fact that it is just that 
— a chuck roast. 


To accomplish this food miracle, mix 


together the following ingredients: 


3 ounces soya sauce 
1 tablespoon brown sugar 
% tablespoon lemon Juice 
1/8 teaspoon garlic powder 


1 ounce bourbon 
1 cup water 
i 


Place the chuck roast in a shallow 


dish, pour marinade over the meat and 
refrigerate it for 24 hours, turning the 
meat occasionally. 


' 
When marinating is complete, cook, the 


chuck roast over medium, direct heat in 
a covered barbecue kettle, employing the 


' same times used for steak. If you prefer 


to sear it first, leave the kettle cover off 
for the first minute of cooking time on 
each side. 


Meaty, short ribs of beef are another 


economy main dish and become especial- 
ly tasty through covered kettle bar-, 
beetling and the use of a rum marinade 
that doubles as a basting sauce. 


Here's the recipe: 
% cup dark rum 
V« cup soya sauce 
Vt cup pineapple juice 


, 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 


1/8 teaspoon garlic powder 


V> teaspoon seasoned pepper 
Mix these ingredients and marinate the 


'ribs for at least six hours at room tem- 
perature. Barbecue over medium, direct 
heat in a covered kettle for from 30 to 45 
minutes, depending 'upon the meatiness 
of the ribs. Turn them frequently and 
baste with the marinade at each turning. 


Or, if you have a rib rack accessory 


for the covered kettle, use that and it 
will eliminate the necessity for turning 
the ribs. Just baste the ribs every 10 
minutes. 


Rum marinade, while well suited to 


short ribs, can also be used on other cuts 
of beef. It helps tenderize and imparts a 
rich and spicy flavor that is further en- 
hanced by covered kettle cooking. 


H your family takes to shish kebob, 


there is no need to include1 budget-bus- 
ting cuts of tenderloin or sirloin when 
plain stew meet will do nicely after 
marinating. Soak the stow meat,in the 
following mixture for about 8 hours at 
room temperature, then skewer alter- 
nately with such other items aa onions, 
pineapple or fresh mushroom caps. 
tt cup cooking oil 


V* cup lemon juice 
1 tablespoon paprika 
2 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 
2 tablespoons vinegar 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 teaspoons sugar 
1 teaspoon garlic powder 
% teaspoon red pepper 


Cook the skewered kebobs over direct 


heat hi a covered kettle for 15 to 20 min- 
utes, turning frequently, until meat is at 
the desired doneness. 


Every meat counter will have certain 


cuts of pork that are economy priced. 
One such is a semi-boneless pork rost. 
A respectable cut, it can be made more 
pleasing by covered kettle barbecuing 
and marinating and basting with the fol- 
lowing: 


1 cup soya sauce 


1% teaspoon dry minced onion 
Vt teaspoon garlic powder 


(optional) 


2 tablespoons vinegar 


]/4 teaspoon red pepper 
1 teaspoon sugar 
Mix the ingredients and pour over 


roast set in shallow dish. Marinate for 
four hours, turning the roast frequently 
so that all sides are exposed to the liq- 
uid. 


When marinating is completed, the 


sauce can be used as a baste while roast- 
ing the meat in indirect, medium heat 
for 45 minutes per pound. 


Another popular and economical pork 


dish is spare ribs. Cooked in a covered 
barbecue kettle, they stay moist and ten- 
der. Both their color and taste can be 
greatly enhanced by an easily made bas- 
ting sauce which should be used each 10 
minutes during the last 30 minutes of 
cooking time. Here's the recipe: 
% cup thawed pineapple 


juice concentrate 


1/3 cup packed brown sugar 
% cup wine vinegar 
1 teaspoon soya sauce 
Mix the ingredients and heat for about 


five minutes or until brown sugar is well 
dissolved. Use the basting sauce warm. 


A combination of direct and indirect 


cooking is best for spare ribs. Build the 
fire on just half the fire grill. Place the 
ribs in a rib rack, if you have one, so 
that they are dirjectly above the coals 
and cook them in this direct heat for 30 
minutes. Then, turn the food grill 180 de- 
grees so that the ribs are away from the 
coals and cook for 20 minutes. 


If you're using country ribs, which 


have more meat on them, cook them for 
50 minutes in direct heat and 40 minutes 
in indirect heat. Baste each 10 minutes 
during the indirect phase of cooking. 


If you watch the food ads, there is al- 


ways a special on fryer chickens avail- 
able somewhere in town. You can put 
variety into their covered kettle prepara- 
tion by using either of two basting 
sauces, one of which is also a mari- 
nade to give the chicken extra flavor. 
Here's the combination sauce: 
H cup cooking oil 
V« cup Worcestershire sauce 
Vt teaspoon salt 
% cup white wine 


Allow the chicken halves to marinate 


for 3 hours, turning occasionally. Then 
barbecue over medium direct heat in a 
covered kettle for from 50 to 60 minutes, 
starting them skin side up. Turn them 
about every 15 minutes and baste with 
the sauce during the last half-hour. 


As an alternate to hasting sauce, pre- 


pare the chickens without marinating 
and baste with the following mixture: 


2 tablespoons cooking oil 
V4 teaspoon dry minced onion 
1/8 teaspoon garlic powder 


1 teaspoon dry mustard 
1 tablespoon 


Worcestershire sauce 


% teaspoon vinegar 
Vt cup packed brown sugar 
% cup water

Beat and simmer ingredients for IS 


minutes and use the sauce warm. Baste 
every 10 minutes. This is an excellent 
baste for whole chickens barbecued m a 
covered kettle.

Whatfs Thawing For Dinner? 


Pickles And Relishes 


by CHARLOTTE ERICKSON 


The resurging interest of putting in a 


supply of pickles and relishes never 
ceases to anttae me. Perhaps it stems 
from the fact that we,are all getting a bit 
tired of eating the same old variety of 
pickles (Tillable at our grocery stores. 
Some of these items, such as watermelon 
pkkles, are available but the price is 
enough to make one gasp. 


This can be a fun type of project that 


may be shared with the entire family. 
With all our modern conveniences one 
needn't sweat over a hot stove all day. 
You'll be amazed at how simply and 
quickly you can fill those jars and have a 
larder that would make Grandma proud. 
The raves you'll get from family and 
friends will more than compensate for 
your effort. Incidentally, it's not too soon 
to be thinking about Christmas gifts 
now! 


The following are a few favorites that 


have been garnered over the years. 


BREAD AND BUTTER PICKLES 


This delicious recipe comes to us from 


Irene Ktibieke of Savannah, HI. The best 
I have ever tasted and so very easy to 
make. 


Single recipe yield: 12 quarts. 
6 quarts cucumbers, sliced 


1/3 cup salt 
' 


5 quarts cold water 
2 pounds onions 
6 cups vinegar 


6 2/3 cups sugar 


4 teaspoons celery seed 
4 teaspoons dry mustard 
2 teaspoons mustard seed 
4 teaspoons ginger 


1/2 teaspoon mace 


Few dashes cayenne or red pepper 


Slice cucumbers and soak in salt and 


water in a large crock for 24 hours. 
Drain thoroughly and in a large pre- 
serving kettle add onions, peeled and 
sliced, then vinegar, sugar and spices. 
Heat to boiling, simmer 3-4 minutes and 
pack in hot sterilized jars. Seal. 


CRYSTAL WATERMELON 


PICKLES 


This is generally a sweet pickle,, but 


not too sweet, with a definite tang. It 
makes a wonderful accompaniment for 
curry dishes, beef fondue and an poultry, 
particularly baked or fried chicken. No 
matter how many batches of these pick- 
les I make, we always manage to run 
short much to the dismay of the whole 
family. 
- 


Single recipe yield: 6 pints. 
Rind of 120-pound watermelon 
Boiling water 


1 tablespoon salt 
2 cups vinegar 
3 cups sugar 
3 cinnamon sticks 
1 tablespoon whole cloves 
3 cups sugar 


Choose a'firm, fresh melon. Trim the 


outer green skin and cut rind, leaving a 
thin line of pink flesh. Cut rind into ob- 
long or small squares (if you feel par- 
ticularly creative, you may wish to cut 
rind into fancy cubes, shamrocks, hearts 
'or Christmas tree shapes). In a large 
kettle cover rind with boiling water, add 
salt and bring to a boil. Continue cooking 
for about 7 minutes or until cubes can be 
pierced easily with a fork. Do not over- 
cook because this will cause soft, mushy 
pickles. Drain well and pack into a large 
crock, glass or enamel container. Com- 
bine 3 cups of sugar with vinegar, add 
cinnamon sticks and cloves, and bring to 
a boil. Simmer 5 minutes. Strain cloves. 
Pour over rind and let stand overnight. 


Each day drain off syrup and bring 


just to a boil, adding % cup more sugar. 
If you happen to miss a day, it won't 
make any difference, but the secret of 
crisp, clear pickles, is adding the sugar 
gradually. After all the sugar has been 
added, remove cinnamon sticks and pack 


pickles into hot sterilized pint jars. 
Pour boiling syrup over the rind. Seal at 
once. Process in boiling water bath (213 
degrees F.) 5 minutes. 


PICKLED MUSHROOMS 


Once you make these, you'll never 


want to be without them. Covered, they 
keep in the refrigerator for months. (I've 
never been that lucky — mine always 
disappear.) They are particularly mar- 
velous served as an appetizer, also as an 
accompaniment to any meat, especially 
steaks. They take only a few minutes to 
prepare. 


Single recipe yield: approximately 2% 


cups. Double recipe yields S cups. Just 
double each ingredient. 
1 pound mushrooms 
3 teaspoons salt 
1 cup olive oil 
4 cloves garlic, minced 
% cup vinegar 


About 6 drops onion juice 
Finely chopped fresh herbs 
(optional) 
Select only very fresh, firm mush- 


rooms. The best are the large fat white 
ones with short stems. Do not select 
mushrooms with flat tops and dark gills 
showing beneath, because they discolor. 
Soak mushrooms in cold water for 15 
minutes to loosen any soil. Swish them 
around and put in a colander; rinse with 
running water. Dram. Trim stem ends 
and place in a large heavy skillet. 
Sprinkle salt over the mushrooms and 
simmer covered over moderate heat for 
15 minutes. Remove from heat and 
drain. 


Meanwhile, mix the remaining in- 


gredients and pour into container you 
wish to store your mushrooms. Add 
mushrooms, cover, and allow them to 
age for a few days. No further process- 
ing is necessary; they win keep in a cool 
place for weeks and for months in the 
refrigerator. 


GREEN TOMATO PRESERVES 


Truly an old-time recipe that no doubt 


was invented by some clever farmer's 
wife who wanted to put all her green to- 
matoes to some good use before "old 
Jack Frost" got them. Particularly good' 
served with pork, roast duck and game. 


Single recipe yield: approximately 7 


pints. 
8 pounds (approx. 32 small) green 


tomatoes, sliced 


_ 4 lemons, sliced finery 


5 cups sugar 
% cup water 
1 2-inch stick cinnamon 
% teaspoon whole cloves 
1 tablespoon mixed pickling spice 
Wash and slice tomatoes rather thin 


After slicing lemons, remove seeds In a 
large kettle combine lemons and to- 
matoes with sugar and water. Let set for 
about 30 minutes. Tie spices in a small 
piece of cheesecloth and add to pre- 
serves. Simmer slowly until syrup be- 
comes thick and tomatoes clear. Pour 
into sterilized jars and seal. 


IF YOU HAVE thrown out all your pint 


and quart jars, don't despair. Usually a 
phone call or two will locate a friend or 
neighbor who has been thinking about 
throwing hers out. Just offer to relieve 
her of this chore.

as Mrs. Shirley relates, the volume con- 
tains an excellent collection of recipes as 
well as interesting bits of history and en- 
tertaining anecdotes. 


THIS RECIPE FOR Gypsy Crab ala 


Hendrix, contributed by John L. Hendrix, 
sports information director (my former 
profession) at East Carolina University, 
bears the admonition that it must be ac- 
companied by "candlelight, good white 
wine, and soft strains of gypsy violins." 


John found the recipe while going 


through an old budding which had served 
as servants' quarters for a mansion in 
Savannah, Ga. 


Heat 2 tablespoons butter and blend in 


2 tablespoons flour, 2 pinches cayenne 
pepper, and 4 pinches ground mace. Mix 
well and stir in slowly 2 cups half and 


half 
Add 2 slices well-toasted bread 


which have been crumbled, stirring con- 
stantly. Heat for 2 or 3 minutes, being 
careful not to let mixture come to a boil. 


Remove sauce from fire, add 2 to 3 


cups flaked crab meat (water-packed 
tuna, lobster, or white fish may be sub- 
stituted) Stir in 3 well-beaten egg yolks. 
Fold in 3 egg whites beaten until very 
stiff. Pour into well-greased pan or bak- 
ing dish and bake 45 minutes in 350-de- 
gree oven or until top takes on color of a 
good suntan. Serves 4 to 6. 


THIS UNUSUAL DESSERT pizza is 


one of Mrs. Shirley's contributions. Pre- 
pare pastry for a 14-inch pizza pan. Fit 
loosely into the pan and trim edges 
Prick generously with a fork. Bake 8 to 
10 minutes at 450 or until golden brown 
Cool. 


Combine and 8-ounce package cream 


cheese with % cup sugar, mixing well 
until smoothly blended. Add 2 eggs, one 
at a time, beating well after each addi- 
tion. Stir in 2 tablespoons lemon juke. 
Turn into the baked crust. Rebake at 350 
degrees for 10 to 12 minutes. Cool. 


Lightly score to divide pizza into 4 sec- 


tions Spread peach preserves on 2 oppo- 
site sections and strawberry preserves 
on the remaining 2 sections. Beautiful to 
look at and delicious to eat!

The Nixon Special

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO, Calif. UPI 
During this summer vacation at the 


Western White House, President Nixon 
took his family to an evening meal at 
this picturesque Mexican-style 
town 


made famous by a flock of swallows 
which return every year. 


•It was only natural he went to El 


Adobe Restaurant. He'has been going 
there for years — in fact, when he was 
dating a girl named Tbelma Patricia 
Ryan, now Mrs. Nixon. 


It also wu natural that the first family 


ordered a plate which El Adobe has 
named the "Nixon Sped*!" The same 
meal at any of the hundreds of Mexican 
cafw to Southern California and along 
the border i* known as the Mexican 
Combination Plate. 


THE MEAL CONSISTED of tacos, re- 


fried beans, enchuadat and tortillas. 


To residents of many parts of the coun- 


try that combination might sound lite 
fomethinf no one could talk them Into 
putting into the* mouth - let alone 
•wallowing. But in Southern California, 
If • H much a part of life as ham hock* 
aad black eyed peai in the Sort. The 
two mainstays of any Mexican meal art 
tortauH and retried beam. 


Tortffias are to Mexico what bread to 


tothe Unite* States. They are nude of • 
epeottl corn meal cofied maaa BeriBB 
water and salt The mixture to made ato 
a dough. 


A small ball is formed and pat- 


ted between the bands until it is spread 
out to about four inches in diameter. 
Place on an ungreased iron griddle over 
medium heat, turn often until slightly 
brown but not crisp. ' 


THIS IS THE WAY TORTILLAS ARE 
THIS IS THE way tortillas are still 


made on farms and fat small towns 
throughout Mexico. Innstaurante and 
tortilla bakeries, a' metal tortilla press 
turns them out in a fraction of the time. 
A good percentage for a small batch of 
tortillas is 2 cups corn meal Masa Ha- 
rina, 1 cup warm water, and % teaspoon 
salt. If the dough sticks to, the hands it is 
too soft Add more masa. 


As bread in this country, tortillas are 


used in many wasy. Probably one of the 
best known is in preparation of a taco — 
toe sandwich of Mexico. To make a taco, 
a tortilla is folded in half. The bottom 
third is covered with "sandwich" filling. 
The pott popular are beef previously 
cooked and shredded, chicken, sausage 
oreneeee. 


The partly filled sheU is fried in a shal- 


low layer of lard on either side until the 
tortilla hy""ft crisp. Then the remain- 
der of tht shell to fined with shredded 
lettuce, chopped onions and grated 


A bowl of hot •race if served « the 


ride. In mod Mexican reatauranti the 
aavee fe homemade of chopped hot chile 
peppers. In the American home, any of 


the variety of bottled or canned hot 
sauces can be used 


A WORD TO the wise: On your first 


experiment with eating a taco, at home 
or out, treat the hot sauce with utmost 
respect. An overdose makes you feel as 
if you have swallowed a red hot poker. 
Beverages that help cool it include beer, 
milk or coffee. 


Enchiladas also use a tortilla as a 


base. They differ from tacos in that the 
tortillas are heated in lard only until 
limp and sandwiched with fillings and 
sauces. 


Retried beans are to Mexico what po- 


tatoes are to the United States. Only 
more so. Pinto beans are traditional but 
black or red kidney beans can be used 
Soak the beans overnight. Boil slowly, 
adding a chopped onion. Do not add salt 
until the beans are soft. Then salt to 
taste and add diced bacon about tt 
pound for 2 cups of beans. Most Mexican 
recipes call for lard but this writer pre- 
fers bacon. If there is some bacon fat 
around the kitchen throw some of this in 
also. 


WHEN THE BEANS are soft, masb un- 


til they are a thick, dry paste. Prior to 
serving, beat 2 tablespoons of lard in a 
large skillet Add the beans spoonful by 
spoonful and continue mashing. A little 
more lard can be added as the process 
continue*. When the beam are dry, 
serve. It'fa aba common for a Mexican 
to add chile sauce at the table to Iven up 
the beam.

3 hard-cooked eggs 
2 to 3 tablespoons prepared 


horseradish, drained 


1 teaspoon lemon juice 
6 English muffins 
Mi cup softened butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons prepared mustard 
Melt 2 tablespoons butter or margarine 


in a saucepan. Stir in flour, salt and pep- 
per. Add milk. Cook, stirring constantly, 
until thickened. Separate egg whites and 
yolks, chop whites and put egg yolks 
through a sieve and reserve. Add horse- 


radish, chopped egg whites and lemon 
juice to cream sauce. Combine 'A cup 
butter or margarine with mustard. Split 
and toast English muffins. Spread with 
mustard butter. 


Dividing corned beef equally, arrange 


on 12 muffin halves. Top each with 2 ta- 
blespoons of sauce and sprinkle each 
with 1 to 2 teaspoons of sieved egg yolk. 
6 servings. 


Egg Florentine in Mornay Sauce fea- 


tures spinach and poached eggs in a 
cream sauce combined with parmesan 
cheese. Broiled until bubbly, it's a lus- 
cious-looking dish to bring to the lunch- 
eon table. 


EGGS FLORENTINE IN 


MORNAY SAUCE 


2 pkgs. (10 oz. ea.) frozen chopped 


spinach, cooked and drained 


6 eggs, poached

and coffee" refreshments that precede or 
follow an afternoon of bridge are some- 
times replaced by a more cooling drink 
and refrigerator dessert. 


A tall cool drink that can be served 


any time you're entertaining is this Card 
Party Punch. It combines tart orange 
• and grapefruit juice with ginger ale. 


CARD PARTY PUNCH 


1 can (6 ounces) frozen orange juice 


concentrate, thawed, undiluted 


1 can (6 ounces) frozen grapefruit juice 


concentrate, thawed, undiluted 


1 pint water 
1 pint ginger ale 
1 tray ice cubes 


Combine all ingredients in pitcher. Stir 


well. Pour into chilled glasses. Garnish 
with fresh mint leaves, if desired. 


Yield: Approximately 10 cups. 


1/3 cup American blue cheese 


(about 2 ounces, crumbled) 


Combine IVi cups tomato juice, celery, 


onion, green pepper, lemon juice, bay 
leaf, salt and pepper. Simmer, ancov- 
ered, 10 minutes. Meanwhile, sprinkle 
gelatin over col dtomato juice and vine- 
gar to soften; stir in hot mixture until 
dissolved. Pour into mold. Refrigerate. 
When tomato mixture is partially set, 
fold in blue cheese. Refrigerate till firm. 
Unmold on salad greens If desired, top 
with additional crumbles of American 
blue. Serves 4. 


This recipe may be easily doubled to 


serve 8. 


LADY'S SURPRISE is a scrumptious 


dessert especially pretty for a ladies' 
luncheon or a dessert and coffee session. 
It looks elaborate, but goes together 
quite simply. And, biggest surprise of all, 
it's easily made with convenience Items 
— foods you probably already have on 
hand ready to use as they come from 
their packages. 


Lady fingers, ice cream and canned 


apple sauce are the principal ingredients 
for our dessert surprise. The lady fingers 
are split in half, layered over the bottom 
and stood around the sides of a spring- 
form pan or cake dish. Vanilla ice 
cream, just as it comes from the freezer, 
is arranged in layers with canned apple 
sauce that has been sweetened, spiced 
and slightly thickened with quick-cooking 
' tapioca. 


Scarcely ten minutes' cooking time is 


required to make the apple sauce portion 
of the filling. The lively flavor of the can- 
ned apple sauce mixture makes a pleas- 
ant contrast to the creamy rich vanilla 
ice cream and the airy-light sponge cake 
fingers. 


Freezer "cook" the dessert until 


serving time. Makes several to keep on 
hand for surprise dessert treats at any 
time, or serve the same 'makings" in in- 
dividual parfait or sherbet dishes. 


LADY'S SURPRISE 


2 cups canned apple sauce 
Vi cup brown sugar 
% teaspoon cinnamon 
% teaspoon nutmeg 
2 tablespoons quick-cooking tapioca 
J/i teaspoon vanilla 
32 lady fingers (about 1% packages) 
1 quart vanilla Ice cream, softened 
Combine apple sauce, sugar, cinna- 


mon, nutmeg and tapioca in saucepan. 
Cook, stirring constantly, over low heat 
10 minutes, or until slightly thickened. 
Remove from heat. Add vanilla. Chill 
thoroughly. 


In the meantime, grease the bottom 


,and sides of a round springform pan 
(about 8 inches by 3 inches). 


Split lady fingers in half. L|ne the bot- 


tom of pan with lady fingers. Stand re- 
mainder of fingers around the outer 
edge. Spread half the ice cream over the 
bottom layer of lady fingers. Add half 
the apple sauce mixture. Repeat, using 
remainder of ice cream and apple sauce. 
Freeze until solid (about two hours). 


To serve, remove rings from pan. 


Place on serving platter. Garnish with 
whipped topping or whipped cream, if 
desired. Makes 8 to 10 servings.

Surprise, a beautiful dessert, is espe- 
cially for you. The name dvrives from 
the fact that lady fingers (little

Ham Nuggets in Cream 


Brunches are gaming popularity as 


ways to entertain weekend guest. They 
can be simple or elaborate. 


One "Emily Post" facet going for the 


brunch party is the unwritten rule that 
guests leave no later than 3 p.m. with the 
food served between 12 and 1 with a 
punch, medium-dry rose wine or merely 
tomato juice and coffee. Eggs Benedict, 
scrambled eggs or omelet-souffles often 
are served. 


Try a variation on the eggs-for-brunch 


theme and serve little ham meatballs 
made in a wine-cream sauce and served 
on toast. Prepare the meatballs ahead 
and just before serving add cream, sea- 
' sonings and heat through. 


BRUNCH HAM NUGGETS 


IN CREAM 


1 pouiid uncooked smoked ham, ground 


3/4 pound fresh pork, ground 


Vi cup cracker meal or crushed saltine 


cracker crumbs 


1 egg, beaten 
Vz cup hot milk 


About 4 tablespoons butter 
2 cups heavy (whipping 


cream) 


% cup pink wine 
1 tablespoon prepared horseradish 
Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
Crisp thin toast points 
Watercress 


Thorougly mix together the ham, prk 


and crumbs. Mix in egg, then milk. 
Shape into small balls no more than 1 
inch diameter. Melt butter over low heat 
in a frying pan, add meat balls and slow- 
ly brown well on all sides. Discard any 
excess drippings in frying pan. Add 
cream, wine, horseradish and salt and a 
generous amount of pepper to taste. Heat 
to bubbling, stirring gently, then simmer 
for about 2 minutes or until sauce cooks 
down just slightly. Serve over toast 
points (triangles). Garnish with water- 
cress Makes 8 servings.

Good Summer Luncheon 


Molded gelatin dishes take on new 


meaning when made to serve more than 
one purpose A "guacamoM," for ex- 
ample, combines healthful, colorful avo- 
cado and sour cream in an unflavored 
gelatin. 


Serve it as a salad for the family on a 


bed of lettuce or as an appetizer mold for 
a card party. It is great to serve at a 
buffet to eat on small bread rounds or 
crackers. Those who like to cut down on 
their Intake during warm summer days 
find it a complete salad meal. 


A reminder to beginning mold-makers: 


To unmold, dip the chilled form in and 
out of warm, but not hot, water to the 
depth of the gelatin (don't get the gelatin 
wet). Run the tip of a small paring knife 
round the inner mold edge and turn up- 
side down on a serving dish. Shake gent- 
ly, holding the serving dish and mold 
tightly together. It may be necessary to 
repeat the process. 


GUACAMOLD 


2 envelopes unflavored gelatin 
1 cup cold water 
4 cups mashed avocado 
1 cup sour cream 
2 teaspoons salt 
1 tablespoon grated onion 


Juke of 1 lemon 


Y4 teaspoon coriander 
2 teaspoons chili powder 


1/16 teaspoon cayenne 


Sprinkle gelatin on cold water in a 


saucepan. Place over low heat, stir, con- 
stantly until gelatin is dissolved, 2 to 3 
minutes. Remove from heat. Cool. Blend 
together avocado and sour cream. Stir in 
remaining ingredients. Blend in gelatin 
mixture. Turn into a 6-cup ring mold. 
Chill until firm. Unmold. Serve with 
tacos or crisp crackers. Makes 24 appeti- 
zer portions.

"Wt started circulating the petitions 


Monday," Hid Mn. Mel Budish. 225 
Roatdale Ln., the mother ot two school- 
•go youngsters. 


"A gronp ot parent* timed the walk 


from bare to Churchill School and it took 
38 minutes," Mn. Budiih stated. "Tbat 
means that children wouldn't have any 
time to eat dinner if they walked back 
and forth at the noon boor." 


BUS ROUTES for Diet. M pupils who 


live IV, miles from the school they at- 
tend an now being prepared by the Dial. 
M administration, and bus assignments 
are to be given to parents on book fee 
payment day, Aug. 26, at afl schools. . 


In addition to the time required to 


walk to Churchill School, Mrs. Budish 
said the mothers are concerned about 
children crossing Jones Road "eight 
times a day" enroute to school. There 
are presently no sidewalks along Jones 
Road on the west side near the Knights- 
bridge development, north of Churchill. 


According to Mrs. Budish, the parents 


in the Highpoint section north of Church- 
ill School have been told that their chil- 
dren won't be eligible for free bus trans- 
portation this fall since their homes are 


not 1% miles from Churchill. 


The Highpoint mothers plan to present 


the petitions with the signatures of resi- 
dents to the Supt of Schools in Dist. 54, 
Wayne Sensible. "We hope to get some 
action before school starts," she said. 


MRS. BUDISH said that many working 


mothers reside in Highpoint, and many 
other mothers are concerned about 
young children walking the distance to 
Churchill and crossing Jones Road, a 
heavily traveled street. 


"So far, everyone has been in favor of 


busing the children," Mrs. Budish de- 
clared. If their youngsters cannot be bus- 
ed to Churchill School, added Mrs. Bud- 
ish, then the mothers would prefer hav- 
ing the children be able to take their 


lunch to school rather than walking home 
at noon. 


"There's going to be a traffic problem 


with several mothers taking their" chil- 
dren to school by car and picking them 
n p at noon," the Highpoint resident said. 


The route that reportedly would be tak- 


en by Highpoint children walking to 
Churchill, according to the mother, 
would be along Jones Road to Hfllcrest 
Boulevard,, Hillcreat to Ashley Lane, 
Ashley to Edgemont, west on Edgemont 
to Jones Road, and south on Jones to 
Chin-chill School 


MRS. BUDISH .said that children 


would be crossing Jones Road eight 
times a day. 
% 
"I don't want my first grader to have 


to walk this distance," she said. 


If free bus transportation cannot be 


provided for their children, Mrs. Budish 
said that mothers would favor paying for 
transportation themselves rather than 
having children walk. The coat of hiring 
a bus from the Schaumburg Trans- 
portation Co., is $5 per month per child, 
according to the mother. 


Paying for the transportation would be 


the least desirable option of the mothers, 
said Mrs. Budish. But it might be prefer- 
able to having young children walk to 
Churchill, she said. 


She said that bus transportation for 


Highpoint children, was provided' last 
year. 


ACCORDING TO Mrs. Budish, the 


Highpoint residents inquired about the 
possibility of busing children to Churchill 


this fall and were told they did not live 
IVi miles or more from the aehool. 
Therefore, they were not eligible for free 
bue transportation. 


Dist. 54 officials could not say for cer- 


tain yesterday what the busing arrange- 
ments for the Highpoint section will be 
this coming year. Bus routes and bus as- 
signments for Dist. 54 pupfls in 1870-14 
are now being prepared by Asst. Sinj£ 
Ronald Ruble, who is in charge of peg 
sonnel and transportation.

Hospital To Add Local Board 


St. Alexius Hospital in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage next year will add a local board of 
trustees in an attempt to get more lay- 
ment involved in its operation. 


The hospital now operates under the 


direction of a national board of directors, 
composed of Alexian Brothers, ouners of 
the hospital. After Jan. 1 directloi of the 
hospital will be split between the two 


boards, according to Brother Ferdinand 
Leyva, hospital administrator. 


Hospital officials have been consid- 


ering the proposal to add a local board 
for two years. At present when the 
names of local trustees' will be an- 
nounced is unknown. 


Brother Ferdinand said the local 


board will consist of four Alexian Broth- 


ers and four laymen appointed by the 
national board and will probably be cho- 
sen from the hospital's present adivsory 
board. The advisory board is composed 
of area residents and businessmen con- 
cerned about the operation of the hos- 
pital. 


HE SAID THE hospital will still oper- 


ate under the framework of church law

K you happen to see a little old lady 


riding down a Wheeling street in a chart- 
reuse dune buggy don't be surprised. 


In fact, one little old lady even assem- 


bled a buggy herself. 


DUM buggies are as easy to assemble 


as a model railroad setup, according to 
Ride Murphy, part owner of "Sand- 
pounders," a Wheeling firm that sells 
dune buggy kits. "Two people could do It 
in a weekend if they wanted to," Murphy 
said. 


Dune buggies, cars that were original- 


ly designed to run on sand, are used 
mostly as fun cars or a second family 
car in this area, Murphy said. 


When used on the street, dune buggies 


can drive long distances and accelerate 
up to 70 miles per hour just like any oth- 
er car, be added. 


Because of a lack of sand and beaches 


in this area, Murphy said, the dune bug- 
gy is not a profitable car to buy for 
beach use In the Northwest suburbs. 
However, there are organized off-road 
racing competitions near Rockford and 
meets sponsored by car clubs. 


THE DUNE BUGGY market in this 


area is extensive, even without beaches 
Murphy said. "They're good for the 
homeowner who runs out of things to do 
at home and feels be should do some- 
thing creative," he added. 


"Dune buggies are becoming more 


popular because people are becoming 
oriented as to what a dune buggy is and 
what it can do," the Sandpounders owner 
said. 


Murphy explained that a person who 


wants to build a dune buggy must first 
own a Volkswagen. "They bring the 
Volkswagen into our shop and we show 
them how to take it apart," he said. The 
builder then buys the dune buggy kit and 
attaches the parts to tMe Volkswagen 
chassis, Murphy said 


A Volkswagen is used, he said, because 


they can be easily shortened and 
changed.

No Sand, But Buggies Big 


If you happen to see a little old lady 


riding down a Wheeling street in a chart- 
reuse dune buggy don't be surprised. 


In fact, one little old lady even assem- 


bled a buggy herself. 


Dune buggies are as easy to assemble 


as a model railroad setup, according to 
Rick Murphy, part owner of "Sand- 
pounders," • Wheeling firm that sells 
dune buggy kits. "Two people couM do it 
in a weekend if they wanted to," Murphy 
said. 


Dune buggies, cars that were original- 


ly designed to run on sand, are used 
mostly as fun cars or a second family 
car in this area, Murphy said. 


When used on the street, dune buggies 


can drive long distances and accelerate 
up lo 70 miles per hour Just like any oth- 
er car, he added. 


Because of a lack of sand and beaches 


In this area, Murphy said, the dune bug- 
gy is not a profitable car lo buy for 
beach use in the Northwest suburbs. 


However, there are organized off-road 
racing competitions near Rockford and 
meets sponsored by car clubs. 


THE DUNE BUGGY market in this 


area is extensive, even without beaches 
Murphy said. "They're good for the 
homeowner who runs out of things to do 
at home and feels he should do some- 
thing creative," he added. 


"Dune buggies are becoming more 


popular because people are becoming 
oriented as to what a dune buggy is and 
what it can do," the Sandpounders owner 
said. 


Murphy explained that a person who 


wants to build a dune buggy must first 
own a Volkswagen. "They bring the 
Volkswagen into our shop and we show 
them how to take it apart," he said. The 
builder then buys the dune buggy kit and 
attaches the parts to the Volkswagen 
chassis, Murphy said. 


A Volkswagen is used, he said, because 


they can be easily shortened and 
changed. 


SANDPOUNDERS, S16 N. Milwaukee 


Ave., stocks kits with which to construct 
a dune buggy. One kit includes only the 
hood, body and dashboard. Another kit 
includes the first kit's equipment plus the 
windshield, headlights and basic hard- 
ware. The Super Kit which sells for 
about $800, contains the complete body, 
preassembled and wired and rfeady to set 
on the Volkswagen chassis. 


"A dune buggy is one of the most prac- 


tical things you can buy," Murphy said. 
He explained that maintenance is very 
low, the metallic color is part of the body 
and cannot be easily scratched or 
chipped and because of their light weight 
they very seldom need new tires. 


The 2tt-year-okl Sandpounders sells 


about three kits a week to persons in this 
area. Murphy said he believes "it'll 
come around" to being a multi-million 
dollar industry like it is in the West.

The proposal is expected to be seen by 


most Republicans as a step by the Cook 
County Democratic Organization to strip 
township government of its power. 


Dunne, a Democrat seeking re-election 


as county board president, said the pro- 
posed legislation would allow needy fam- 
ilies in the suburban areas to continue to 
collect general assistance payments but 
would not require townships to levy taxes 
to cover the costs. 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE funds have 


traditionally been paid from the commis- 
sion received by the township collector, 
Dunne said. 


Earlier this year, the Illinois Supreme 


New Courses Are

Court upheld a lower court ruling that 
the collector's commission was uncon- 
stitutional. 


However, the county collector still has 


the authority to retain a one per cent 
commission on collections for municipal- 
ities and Wi per cent on collections for 
other taxing districts. 


"Since the court ruling has diminished 


the revenue of townships and increased 
the county revenues, though not by as 
much, I think it is reasonable for the 
county to take over the general assis- 
tance burden of those townshisp which 
wish to yield it," Dunne said, 


Dunne bad originally sought to have 


the county take over the general assis- 
tance payments without legislation but 
State's Atty. Edward V. Hawaiian's of- 
fice ruled that statutory authority to do 
so must first be obtained.

THE FIVE NORTHWEST suburban 


townships (Maine, Wheeling, Palatine, 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove) are among 
the lowest in the county in number of 
general assistance cases last year, ac- 
cording to county figures. 


Figures for March, 1970, show Wheel- 


ing Township with the highest payment 
figure in the area — $2,563. Maine Town- 
ship paid $1,525 during the same month 
while Elk Grove paid $1,461; Schaum- 
burg paid $899 and Palatine paid $837. 


Wheeling Township also had the most 


persons on general assistance in March 


with 80. The other townships all were un- 
der 50 persons. 


The average payment per case was 


about $100 in the five townships.

Although Sacred Heart of Mary High

A great deal of specialized or individ- 


ual Instruction also is offered to art stu- 
dents, Baenen said. 


The move toward more creativity can 


also be seen in a one-semester course 
entitled theological film making. Here, 
students try their band at filming, devel- 
oping, editing-and all the other aspects 
of making a film. 


The curriculum at Sacred Heart also 


provides for upcoming educational 
trends. This year, for example, a course 
called "office practice" is offered for 
girls not intending to go to college. The 
students go to school and work at an of- 
fice occupation job outside of school for 
classroom credit on a SO-SO time basis.

said. 


States belonging to the conference in- 


clude Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, North Dakota, Ohio, Ok- 
lahoma, South Dakota, West Virginia and 
Wisconsin. 


Graham said he did not know how 


many of the governors would attend, but 
said the governors and legislative lead- 
ers of both parties in the 19 states would 
be invited.

come the participants on Tuesday, Nov. 
17. 


Other organisations and agencies 


which will participate in the conference 


are the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, the Department of Com- 
merce and the National Science Founda- 
tion.

Economically disadvantaged youths In 


the Northwest suburban area have been 
offered many opportunities this summer 
by organizations and agencies in the Pal- 
atine-Rolling Meadows area — opportu- 
nities to earn a little money for them- 
selves and to instill a sense of self-con- 
fidence through ofrthe-Job training. ' 


T h r o u g h the Neighborhood Youth 


Corps (NYC), a federally funded agency 
that deals with the national poverty pro- 
gram, doMns of youngsters have taken 
part in a summer job program which of- 
fers them counseling and encourages 
them to further their educations. 


Open to disadvantaged youths from 14 


to 21, the program attempts to improve 
the problem of "institutionalized pover- 
ty," Clyde Brooks, manpower director of 
tiw county Office of Economic Opportuni- 
ty and coordinator of NYC, said. 


"Business and industry have not seen 


fit to work with the poverty problem in 
the area," Brooks said. "In the absence 
of local initiative, the program was taken 
on to improve the economic lot of the 
disadvantaged." 


ALTHOUGH THE poverty problem in 


this area is not as severe ak/in many 
other sections of the country, the NYC 
program has been in existence here for 
four years and on a national level for six 
years. 


"It's a quiet program, but it's serving 


many youths," Brooks said. 


Because the educational aspects of the 


program are of major importance to its 
success, Brooks said he would like to see 
the NYC become linked with Title I, 
which offers federal funding for educa- 
tional programs within school systems 
for the disadvantaged. 


"We like to think of NYC as a 'seed' 


program," Brooks said, explaining that 
through summer jobs, youths are in- 
troduced to the working world and are 
Impressed with the importance of fur- 
thering their own educations, encour- 
aging them to remain in school. 


A branch office of the NYC that oper- 


ates In the Northwest area under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Joyce LaFaire filled 20 
positions in the Palatine-Rolling Mead- 
ows area with disadvantaged youths. 


Local agencies that participated in the 


program include the Rolling Meadows 
Park District and Library, Elementary 
School Dist. IB, the Palatine Township 
Youth Committee, the Illinois Migrant 
Council, the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter and the Palatine Township Youth Or- 
ganization. 


THESE AGENCIES, called work sta- 


tions, made an agreement with the NYC 
to provide job training to the youths for 
working not more than 26 hours each 
week. Most youths began work in June 
and will finish their summer jobs later 
this month. 


Other youths have been placed in posi- 


tions by another NYC agency that oper- 


ates through school Dist. 214 in Wheeling. 
Some of these youngsters have worked at 
the Clearbrook Center and in the four 
area Headstart programs. 


Mrs. LaFaire's agency enlisted 23 


youngsters from Rolling Meadows and 
Palatine to participate in the program. 
The majority were Spanish-speaking 
Mexican-Americans, some of them the 
children of migrant workers. 


Once a week the youths in the program 


visit Mrs. LaFaire for a counseling ses- 
sion in which the week's activities are 
reviewed. Problems with adjusting to the 
jobs, with school or personal situations 
are discussed as well as the youths' fu- 
ture plans, Mrs. LaFaire tries to push 
the idea of continuing their education 
and informs them about scholarship pos- 
sibilities and financial aid for low-income 
students. 


HOWEVER, MUCH OF this personal 


involvement with the youths is done by 
the agencies that offer them the job 
training. 
' 


Maria, a 14-year-old Mexican-Ameri- 


can, came to the Palatine Township 
Youth Organization in early July, un- 
trained in clerical duties. Because the 
PTYO is an all-volunteer organization, 
Maria was the first paid employe the 
group ever had. 


"She was kind of a status symbol for 


us," Mrs. Lorraine LaSusa, director of 
the group, admitted. "She's been a tre- 
mendous help to us this summer and 
her work has been a marvelous experi- 
ence for both her and the kids in our 
organization." 


Maria adjusted to her job and the oth- 


er youths quite quickly, she said, and 
many of the group's members labeled 
her "small but mighty." 


She was a hard worker, Mrs. LaSusa 


said, and often took some of her work 
home to complete, She was particularly 
helpful in tallying the results of more 
than 8,000 questionnaires sent to area 
youths concerning the type of entertain- 
ment they prefer. 


THE ROLLING MEADOWS Park Dis- 


trict employed a 16-year-old girl through 
the NYC, who did "just about everything 
in the office," Sue Smith of the park dis- 
trict said. 


She also helped build up a reserve of 


artwork that will be used throughout the 
year on park district brochures about up- 
coming trips and events. "She's been 
very good and we'd like to have her back 
next summer," Miss Smith said. 


The summer employes of the NYC 


were particularly helpful to the Rolling 
Meadows Library which has experienced 
an increased circulation of 1,000 each 
month this summer.

Cook County Board Pres. George 


Dunne this week said be would seek the 
legislation to allow the county depart- 
ment of public aid to provide public aid 
In the suburbs If a township wishes 
the county to do so. 


The proposal is expected to be seen by 


most Republicans as a step by the Cook 
County Democratic Organization to strip 
township government of its power. 


Dumw, a Democrat seeking re-election 


as county board president, said the pro- 
posed legislation would allow needy fam- 
ilies in the suburban areas to continue to 
collect general assistance payments but 
would not require townships to levy taxes 
to cover (be costs. 


GENERAL ASSISTANCE funds have 


traditionally been paid from the commis- 
sion received by the township collector, 
Dumw s«ld. 


Earlier this year, the Illinois Supreme 


Court upheld a lower court ruling that 
the eolector's commission was uncon- 
sUtutlonal. 


However, the county collector stlU has 


the authority to retain a one per cent 
commission on collections for municipal- 
ities and H4 per cent on collections for 
other taxing districts. 


"Since the court ruling has diminished 


the revenue of townships and increased 
the county revenues, though not by as 
much, I think It is reasonable' for the 
county to take over the general assis- 
tance burden of those townshisp which 
wish to yield it," Dunne said. 


Dunne had originally sought to have 


the county take over the general assis- 
tance payments without legislation but 
State's Atty. Edward V. Hanrahan's of- 
fice ruled that statutory authority to do 
so must first be obtained. 


THE FIVE NORTHWEST suburban 


townships (Maine, Wheeling, Palatine, 
Schaumburg and Elk'Grove) are among 
the lowest in the county In number of 
genera] assistance cases last year, ac- 
cording to county figures. 


Figures for March, 1970, show Wheel- 


ing Township with the highest payment 
figure In the area - $2,M3. Maine Town- 
ship paid $1,W8 during the same month 
while Elk Grove paid fl^ei; Schaum- 
burg paid UN and Palatine paid $837. 


Wheeling Township also had the most 


persons on general assistance in March 
with 80.

New Construction Down 


The value of new construction in Pala- 


tine is continuing to slump and is now 
down more than $8.6 million compared 
with last year's total at this time, ac- 
cording to the July building department 
report. 


A total of $2.3 million in new construc- 


tion has been started this year, the re- 
port says, compared with $10 9 million in 
new starts for the comparable period last 
year. 


In July, 1969, the village chalked up 


over $1 million in new construction 
starts, while this year only $485,000 was 
recorded. The figures in the report are 
total building costs estimates made by 
applicants for building permits. 


Village Pres. Berton G. Braun said 


yesterday there is no question that build- 
ing in Palatine is off, but comparing this 
year's rate to last year's may be a little 
misleading.

Dune buggies are at eaiy to auemble 


a* a model railroad setup, according to 
Rick Murphy, part owner of "Sand- 
pounder*," a Wheeling firm that tells 
dune buggy kits. "Two people could do it 
in • weekend If they wanted to," Murphy 
said 


Dune buggies, cars that were original- 


ly designed to run on sand, are used 
mostly as fun cars or a second family 
car In this area, Murphy said. 


When used on the street, dune buggies 


can drive long distances and accelerate 
up to 70 miles per hour Just like any oth- 
er car, be added. 


Because of a lack of sand and beaches 


in this area, Murphy said, the dune bug- 
gy is not a profitable car to buy for 
beach use in the Northwest suburbs. 
However, there are organised off-road 
racing competitions near Rockford and 
meets sponsored by car clubs. 


THE DUNE BUGGY market in this 


area is extensive, even without beaches 
Murphy said. "They're good for the 
homeowner who runs out of things to do 
at home and feels he should do some- 
thing creative," he added. 


"Dune buggies are becoming more 


popular because people are becoming 
oriented as to what a dune buggy is and 


what it can do," the Sandpounders owner 
said. 


Murphy explained that a person who 


wants to build a dune buggy must first 
own a Volkswagen. "They bring the 
Volkswagen into our shop and we show 
them how to take it apart," he said. The 
buikter then buys the dune buggy kit and 
attaches the parts to the Volkswagen 
chassis, Murphy said. 


A Volkswagen is used, be said, because 


they can be easily shortened and 
changed. 


SANDPOUNDERS, SIS N. Milwaukee 


Ave., stocks kits with which to construct 
a dune buggy. One kit includes only the 
hood, body and dashboard. Another kit 
includes the first kit's equipment plus the 
windshield, headlights and basic hard- 
ware. The Super Kit which sells for 
about $800, contains the complete body, 
preassembled and wired and ready to set 
on the Volkswagen chassis. 


"A dune buggy is one of the most prac- 


tical things you can buy," Murphy said. 
He explained that maintenance is very 
low, the metallic color is part of the body 
and cannot be easily scratched or 
chipped and because of their light weight 
they very seldom need new tires. 


The 2%-year-old Sandpounders sells 


about three kits a week to persons in this 
area. Murphy said he believes "it'll 
come around" to being a multi-million 
dollar Industry like it is in the West. 


Hospital To Add 
Local Board 


St. Alexius Hospital in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage next year will add a local board of 
trustee* in an attempt to get more lay- 
ment involved in its operation. 


The hospital now operates under the 


direction of a national board of directors, 
composed of Atexlan Brothers, owners of 
the hospital. After Jan. 1 direction of the 
hospital will be split between the two 
boards, according to Brother Ferdinand 
Leyva, hospital administrator. 


Hospital officiate have been consid- 


ering the proposal to add a local board 
for two years. At present when the 
names of local trustees will be an- 
nounced is unknown. 


Brother Ferdinand said the local 


board will consist of four AtexJan Broth- 
ers and four laymen appointed by the 
national board and will probably be cho- 
sen from the hospital's present adivsory 
board. The advisory board is composed 
of area residents and businessmen con- 
cerned about the operation of the hos- 
pital. 


HE SAID THE hospital will still oper- 


ate under the framework of church law 
with changes only in organisational 


structure. He said the two boards will 
work together as a parent and subsidiary 
organization. 


The national board will have "indirect 


control" of the hospital and will be re- 
sponsible for sale of assets or a change 
In operating philosophy, according to 
Brother Ferdinand. He said the local 
board will take care of the total local 
operation of the hospital including fi- 
nances, budget, approval of appoint- 
ments to the medical staff, new pro- 
grams and new services. 


The national board, with its five direc- 


tors from across the country, meets 
monthly. The local board will also meet 
monthly, and Brother Ferdinand said the 
boards will meet together when the need 
arises. 
, 


"WE ARE CREATING a local board to 


respond to the direction given by the 
Vatican Council in getting the laity 
more involved in church institutions," 
Brother Ferdinand said. "We hope it will 
involve the resident or consumer of the 
hospital in policy making and improve 
the hospital's efficiency."

Mr. Steak is a nation-wide organization 


with 200 restaurants open or under con- 
struction. No liquor is served in the 
ranch style restaurant Seating capacity 
would be 128.

del-Inn and the Mr. Steak win be the sec- 
ond and third restaurants to be built on 
Algonquin Road in Rolling Meadows. 


Owners of both chains gave the lack of 


restaurants in the area as one of their 
reasons for coming to Rolling Meadows.

Conveys 


The judge walked into the city hall 


court room. 


He was dressed a little differently from 


most Judges, but the audience knew why 
be was there. 


Some of them had often seen Mm 


around town in the same type of infor- 
mal clothes. 


The judge waa Virgil Leanna, the au- 


dience kids. Bicycle court in Rolling 
Meadows was about to begin. 


Once or twice a month, youthful bi- 


cycle riders who violate the city's bicycle 
regulations have to appear in Saturday 
morning bicycle court with a parent or 
guardian. 


Leanna, who volunteered to be the bi- 


cycle court judge three years ago pre- 
sides. As each offender brings his bicycle, 
safety violation notice to the Judge, be 
gives stern warning'about the hazards of 
the violation. 


In some cases, he assumes a more 


compassionate father-like role to explain 
the dangers of bicycle riding. No matter 
'how he acts, the message .on bicycle 
safety seems to get across to the offen- 
der. 


About 300 kids appear in bicycle court 


each year. No punishment is given first 
offenders. Repeaters would be charged 
with violation of a city ordinance and 
have to pay the fines imposed by the or- 
dinance. In three years, though, no 
repealers have come back to bicycle 
court. 


After each offender appears before 


"Judge" Leanna, the whole group views 
a film on bicycle safety and is then dis- 
missed. 


"We used to show two films, one each 


month, and some kids voluntarily came 
back to see the second film," Patrolman 
Charles Smith of the police, department 
said. The traffic division has now pur- 
chased its own movie, "The Day the Bi- 
cycles. Disappeared," which is shown at 
each bicycle court. 


Bicycle court is in session from early 


spring through the fall. While the court is 
active, Rolling Meadows policemen issue 
bicycle safety violation notices the 
same way they issue traffic violations. 


"The program not only deters acci- 


dents with bicycles," Smith said, "it also 
is a way for kids to learn what the rules 
are about riding bicycles on city streets.

Economically disadvantaged youths in 


the Northwest suburban area have been 
offered many opportunities this summer 
by organizations and agencies in the Pal-, 
atine-Rolling Meadows area — opportu- 
nities to earn a little money for them- 
selves and to instill a sense of self-con- 
fidence through on-the-job training. 


T h r o u g h the Neighborhood Youth 


Corps (NYC), a federally funded agency 
that deals with the national poverty pro- 
gram, dozens of youngsters have taken 
part in a summer job program which of- 
fers them counseling and encourages 
them to further their educations. 


Open to disadvantaged youths from 14 


to 21, the program attempts to improve 
the problem of "institutionalized pover- 
ty," Clyde Brooks, manpower director of 
the county Office of Economic Opportuni- 
ty and coordinator of NYC, said. 


"Business and industry have not seen 


fit to work with the poverty problem in 
the area," Brooks said. "In the absence 
of local initiative, the program was taken 
on to improve the economic lot of the 
disadvantaged." 


ALTHOUGH THE poverty problem in 


this area is not as severe as in many 
other sections of the country, the 'NYC 
program has been in existence here for 
four years and on a national level for six 
years. 


"It's a quiet program, but it's serving 


many youths," Brooks said. 


Because the educational aspects of the 


program are of major importance to its 
success, Brooks said be would like to see 
the NYC become linked with Title I, 
which offers federal funding for educa- 
tional programs within school systems 
for the disadvantaged. 


"We like to think of NYC as a 'seed' 


program," Brooks said, explaining that 
through summer jobs, youths are in- 
troduced to the working world and are 
impressed with the importance of fur- 
thering their own educations, encour- 
aging them to remain in school. 


A branch office of the NYC that oper- 


ates in the Northwest area under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Joyce LaFaire filled 20 
positions in the Palatine-Rolling Mead- 
ows area with disadvantaged youths 


Local agencies that participated in the 


program include the Rolling Meadows 
Park District and Library, Elementary 
School Dlst. 15, the Palatine Township 
Youth Committee, the Illinois Migrant 
Council, the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter and the Palatine Township Youth Or- 
ganization 


THESE AGENCIES, called work sta- 


tions, made an agreement with the NYC 
to provide job training to the youths for 
working not more than 28 hours each 
week. Most youths began work hi June 
and will finish their summer jobs later 
this month. 


Other youths have been placed in posi- 


tions by another NYC agency that oper- 


ates through school Dist. 214 in Wheeling. 
Some of these youngsters have worked at 
the Clearbrook Center and in the four 
area Headstart programs. 


Mrs. LaFaire's agency enlisted 23 


youngsters from Rolling Meadows and 
Palatine to participate in the program. 
The majority were Spanish-speaking 
Mexican-Americans, some of them the 
children of migrant workers. 


Once a week the youths in the program 


visit Mrs. LaFaire for a counseling ses- 
sion in which the week's activities are 
reviewed. Problems with adjusting to the 
jobs, with school or personal situations 
are discussed as well as the youths' fu- 
ture plans. Mrs. LaFaire tries to push 
the idea of continuing their education 
and informs them about scholarship pos- 
sibilities and financial aid for low-income 
students. 


HOWEVER, MUCH OF this personal 


involvement with the youths is done by 
the agencies that offer them the job 
training. 


Maria, a 14-year-old Mexican-Ameri- 


can, came to the Palatine Township 
Youth Organization in early July, un- 
trained in clerical duties. Because the 
PTYO Is an all-volunteer organization, 
Maria was the first paid employe the 
group ever had. 


"She was kind of a status symbol for 


us," Mrs. Lorraine LaSusa, director of 
the group, admitted. "She's been a tre- 
mendous help to us this summer and 
her work has been a marvelous experi- 
ence for both her and the kids in our 
organization." 


Maria adjusted to her job and the oth- 


er youths quite quickly, she said, and 
many of the group's > members labeled 
her "small but mighty." 


She was a hard worker, Mrs. LaSusa 


said, and often took some of her work 
home to complete. She was particularly 
helpful in tallying the results of more 
than 8,000 questionnaires sent to area

those of the track driven and cement 
masons. 


At this point, the roof has been put on 


the addition, windows are expected to ar- 
rive in the latter part of next week. At 
the last school board meeting the archi- 
tect told the board members they could 
be assured the addition would be com- 
pleted before the •end of the month if the 
roof was on by Aug. 17. 


"It would be unwise, however, not to 


make plans in case the classrooms are 


not ready for use when school opens," 
said Harwood. 


"SOME OK THE kindergarten children

Public Aid To Suburbs Will Be Sought 


Legislation which would allow - but 


not require — suburban townships to 
relinquish their general assistance obli- 
gations to the county will be sought when 
the Illinois General Assembly reconvenes 
in November, 


Cook County Board Pres. George 


Dunne this week said be would seek the 
legislation to allow the county depart- 
ment of public aid to provide public aid 


in the suburbs if a township wishes 
the county to do so. 


The proposal is expected to be seen by 


most Republicans as a step by the Cook 
County Democratic Organization to strip 
township government of its power. 


Dunne, a Democrat seeking re-election 


as county board president, said the pro- 
posed legislation would allow needy fam- 


ilies in the suburban areas to continue to 
collect general assistance payments but 
would not require townships to levy taxes 
to cover the costs. 


GENEBAL ASSISTANCE funds have 


traditionally been paid from the commis- 
sion received by the township collector, 
Dunne said. 


Earlier Ola year, the Illinois Supreme 


Court upheld a lower court ruling that 
the collector's commission was uncon- 
stitutional. 


However, the county collector still has 


the authority to retain a one per cent 
commission on collections for municipal- 
ities and 1% per cent on collections for 
other taxing districts.

Swimming Pool Gets Trial Run 


The new River Trails Park District 


swimming pool at Woodland Trails Park, 
near Euclid and Wolf roads, will have a 
trial run today. 


According to Park Director Marvin 


Weiss, the pool wlU be filled with water 
today to "see If everything works out." 
If then are no leaks and the pump oper- 
ates satisfactorily, the pool will open at 


the first of next week, and remain open 
until Sept. 13. 


One year ago, on Aug. 23, district resi- 


dent went to the; polls and voted to ap- 
prove a $475,000 bond issue to finance 
construction of the pool. 


ORIGINALLY THE park district hoped 


to have the pool completed by June or 
July, however, a total of 100 days of 


workmen's strikes delayed the construc- 
tion. The delay will mean a financial loss 
to the district of between $7,000 and 
$9,000 revenue from pool fees. 


Residents who purchased season swim 


passes, will receive 100 per cent refunds, 
said Weiss. Once the pool opens, they 
will pay a daily admission fee and will 
not be required to hare a membership 
token. 


The swimming pool, which measures 


165 feet by 47% feet, includes a diving 
area with three boards. A separate "kid- 
dy" pool, 55 ft. by 20 ft., is located north 
of the larger "T" shaped pool. 


The bathhouse will be heated for use 


all year. The park commissioners hope 
to construct an artificial ice rink at the 
park site in the future. 


School Remnants To Be Preserved 


Plans will be drawn by the River 


Trails School DUt. at architects for a his- 
torical marker to be constructed In front 
of the Feehanville School, near Wolf and 
Foundry roads. 


The marker win consist of remnants 


from the original Feehanville School con- 
structed in 1992, including a cornerstone, 
a school bell, and a piece of stone en- 
graved with the school's name that used 
to rest over the school door. 


The original building was torn down In 
ltd to make room for a new addition. 
The present structure consists of the new 
addition and additions added to the old 
two-room building in past yean, as the 
student population expanded. 


At a meeting Tuesday the school board 


approved a schematic drawing of the 
marker, submitted by the architectural 
firm of Berger-KeHey-Unteed-Scaggs and 
Aseoc. 


THE ARCHITECTS have proposed con- 


structing a low rectangular structure, 
approximately 10 feet long. It is designed 
with the school nameplate noting across 
the bell, the cornerstone and an ex- 
planatory plaque. 


According to Supt. Winston Harwood, 


the school board deckled to construct the 
marker after a group of residents ob- 
jected to destroying the original building. 


"The group wanted us to preserve the 
old building as a historical monument, 
but we felt rehabilitation of the building 
to meet the state life safety code would 
cost more than it was worth. So we 
agreed upon the marker as a com- 
promise." 


Harwood said it is not certain when 


construction will begin on the Feehan- 
ville marker. 


Airport Cooperation Is Pledged 


If the Cook County Board of Commis- 


sioners decides to investigate Pal- 
Waukee Airport at the request of a ciU- 
nns group and the village of Wheeling, 


.Pal-Waukee Airport officials will cooper- 
ate with the investigation, said Charles 
Priester, airport manager, yesterday. 


But, "w«'ve gone through all of this 


before," Prieeter added. 


A citizen's committee and the village 


are asking the county board to In- 
vestigate operation* at Pal-Waukee be- 
cause of alleged violations of agreements 
made between the airport and the county 
when the airport's Jet runway was 
lengthened in 1984.

Priester also said that a citizen's group 


objection that the runway is 400 feet 
longer than the 5,000 feet approved by 
the ceunty board la incorrect. 


THE EXTRA length is simply a turn- 


around area made necessary because of 
the lack of taxiways to the runway, he 
said. 


The turn around area is not used as a 


part of the runway for landing or taking 
off, I* said. 


Priester Bald a misunderstanding was 


behind the resident*' contention that the 
airport Is allowing heavier planes to land 
than those approved by the comity. He 
said airplane weights are usually de- 
scribed by the amount of weight per 
wheel and that airport officials bad testi- 
fied they would build the runway to with- 
stand airplanes with weights of «0,OOD 
pounds per wheel. Toe residents claim 
the total plane weight should be lees than 
00,000 pounds. 


"I'll go along with the fact that the 


coning board recommendations didnt 
specifically talk of weight per wheel, but 
to talk of airplane weight any other way 
Is meaningless and aince we had testified 
about weight per wheel we felt they 
meant wheel loading in their recommen- 
dations," he said. 


Prieeter seld a charge by the residents 


that planes often pass each other over 
Wheeling while landing and taking off in 
opposite directions on the same runway 
is unlikely.

School still offers many of the traditional 
^courses found in a Catholic school, such 
as four years of Latin, junior and senior 
girls also have a choice of many new and 
innovative courses in this year's curricu- 
lum. 
'" Perhaps one of the most exciting areas 
lor course selection Is hi social studies. 


., Leonard Baenen, principal, said a cur- 
riculum should reflect "the world around 
students." And in line with what many 
educators have called "a life-preparation 
approach," the upperclasg study guide 


reflects this philosophy. 


FOR EXAMPLE, girls can choose 


such topical courses as "The History of 
Dissent" or "War and Peace." Other 
courses include "Afro-American His- 
tory," "American Politics," "Russian 
History," "Far Eastern Culture," f'Law" 
and "Juvenile Delinquency." 


There is also a strong emphasis on 


creativity at Sacred Heart, Baenen said.; 
This can be seen in the art department, 
which offers more than 10 courses rang- 
ing from sculpture and ceramics to print 
making and design. 


A great deal of specialized or individ- 


ual instruction also is offered to art stu- 
dents, Baenen said. 


The move toward more creativity can 


also be seen in a one-semester course 
entitled theological film making. Here, 
students try their hand at filming, devel- 
oping, editing and all the other aspects 
of making a film. 


The curriculum at Sacred Heart also 


p r o v i d e s for upcoming educational 
trends. This year, for example, a course 
called "office practice" is offered for 
girls not Intending to go to college. The 
students go to school and work at an of- 


fice occupation job outside of school for 
classroom credit on a 50-50 time basis. 


THESE ARE ONLY a few of the 


courses offered this year. During the 
freshman and sophomore years at Sa- 
cred Heart students received a heavy 
concentration of math, science, English 
and language — in addition to theology 
studies.

Hospital To Add Trustees 


St. Alexius Hotpital in Elk Grove Vil- 


lage next year will add a local board of 
trustees in an attempt to get more lay- 
ment involved In it* operation. 


The hospital now operates under the 


direction of a national board of directors, 
composed of Alexlan Brothers, owners of 
the hospital. After Jan. 1 direction of the 
hospital wilt be split between the two 
boards, according to Brother Ferdinand 
Leyva, hospital administrator. 


Hospital officials have been consid- 


ering the proposal to add a local board 
for two years. At present when the 
names of local trustees will be an- 
nounced 1» unknown. 


Brother Ferdinand said the local 


board will consist of four Alex'an Broth- 
ers and four laymen appointed by the 
national board and will probably be cho- 
sen from the hospital's present adlvsory 
board. The advisory board is composed 
of area residents and businessmen con- 
cerned about the operation of the hos- 
pital. 


HE SAID THE hospital will still oper- 


ate under the framework of church law 
with changes only in organizational 
structure. He said the two boards will 
work together as a parent and subsidiary 
organization. 


The national board will have "indirect 


control" of the hospital and will be re- 
sponsible for sale of assets or a change 
In operating philosophy, according to 
Brother Ferdinand. He said the local 
board will take care of the total local 
operation of the hospital including fi- 
nances, budget, approval of appoint- 
ments to the medical staff, new pro- 
grams and new services. 


The national board, with its five direc- 


tors from across the country, meets 
monthly. The local board will also meet 
monthly, and Brother Ferdinand said the 
boards will meet together when the need 
arises, 


"WE ARE CREATING a local board to 


respond to the direction given by the 
Vatican Council in getting the laity 


more involved in church institutions," 
Brother Ferdinand said. "We hope It will 
involve the resident or consumer of the 
hospital in policy making and improve 
the hospital's efficiency." 


If yon happen to see a little old lady 


riding down a Wheeling street in a chart- 
reuse dune buggy don't be surprised. 


In fact, one little old lady even assem- 


bled a buggy herself. 


Dune buggies are as easy to assemble 


as a model railroad setup, according to 
Rick Murphy, part owner of "Sand- 
pounders," a Wheeling firm that sells 
dune buggy kite. "Two people could do It 
In a weekend if they wanted to," Murphy 
said. 


Dune buggies, cars that were original- 


ly designed to run on sand, are used 
mostly as fun cars or a second family 
car in this area, Murphy said. 


When used on the street, dune buggies 


can drive long distances and accelerate 
up to 70 miles per hour just like any oth- 
er car, he added. 


Because of a lack of sand and beaches 


in this area, Murphy said, the done bug- 
gy is not a profitable car to buy for 
beach use in the Northwest suburbs. 
However, there are organized off-road 
racing competitions near Rockford and 
meets sponsored by car clubs. 


THE DUNE BUGGY market in this 


area la extensive, even without beaches 
Murphy said. "They're good for the 


_ homeowner who runs out of things to do 


at home and feels he should do some- 
thing creative," he added. 


"Dune buggies are becoming more 


popular because people an becoming 
oriented as to what a dune buggy is and 
what It can do," the Sandpounders owner 
said. 


Murphy explained that a person who 


wants to build a dune buggy must first 
own a Volkswagen. "They bring the 
Volkswagen into our shop and we show 
them how to take it apart," he said. The 
bulldar then buys the dune buggy kit and 
attaches the parts to the Volkswagen 
chassis, Murphy said. 


A Volkswagen is used, he said, because 


they can be easily shortened 
and 


changed. 


SANDPOUNDERS, 516 N. Milwaukee 


Ave., stocks kits with which to construct 
a dune buggy. One kit includes only the 
hood, body and dashboard. Another, kit 
includes the first kit's equipment plus the 
windshield, headlights and basic hard- 
ware. The Super Kit which sells for 
about $800, contains the complete body, 
preassembled and wired and ready to set 
on the Volkswagen chassis. 


"A dune buggy is one of the most prac- 


tical things you can buy," Murphy said. 
He explained that maintenance is very 
low, the metallic color is part of the body 
and cannot be easily scratched or 
chipped and because of their light weight 
they very seldom need new tires. 


The 2%-year-old Sandpounders sells 


about three kits a week to persons in this 
area. Murphy said he believes "it'll 
come around" to being a multi-million 
dollar industry like it is in the West.

$77,453 Is 
Deficit In 
Budget Fund 


The tentative educational fund budget 


for School Dlst. SI which went on display 
at the administration offke Tuesday 
•hows a deficit of approximately 177,453. 


Receipts listed in the proposed 1970-71 


budget total $2,897,856 while expenditures 
total $2,175,319. 


The educations! fund budget comprises 


approximately half the entire Dial. 57 
budget picture which also includes a 
building fund, municipal retirement fund, 
transportation fund, life safety fund and 
bond and interest fund. 


The total budget for the district now 


stands at $6 million with only the educa- 
tional fund budget showing a tentative 
deficit. 


The breakdown of the entire budget is 


building fund, $816,800; municipal retire- 
ment fund, X3,OM; transportation fund, 
IM,000; life safety fund, $75,000; and 
bond and interest fund, 1386,100, 


The estimated valuation of property in 


the district for the 1970-71 fiscal year 
stands at $9* million, 


A public hearing on the district's budg- 


et will be held Aug. 21 and a formal deci- 
sion should come the same day accord- 
ing to Supt. Eric Sahlberg. The b« 
has to be sent to the county clerk's • 
by Sept. M. 


Sahlberg indicated that he would pre- 


fer that the final vote by the board of 
education come on the same day rather 
than at the Sept. 98 regular meeting. He 
said It would give business manager J. 
C, Busenhart enough time to include last 
minute changes before it is finally sub- 
mitted to the county. 


"TUB PURPOSE of the public hearing 


will be for the board president to declare 
a time for anyone in the audience to 


speak on the budget," said Sahlberg. 
"After all have had a chance to talk, and 
get answers, the public hearing will be 
closed and a vote taken by the board." 


Of major importance in determining 


what the final budget will look like is pn 
expected increase in teacher salaries. 
Negotiations between board members 
and district teachers are currently going 
on. 


Board member Jack Ronchetto, who 


heads the board's negotiating team, said 
every increase of (100 in teacher salary 
will cost the district an additional 
$20,000, thereby increasing the education- 
al fund deficit. 


If the finalized educational fund budget 


shows a deficit when it is formally ap- 
proved in September the'district will 
have to rely on tax anticipation warrants 
(TAW) to balance It 


TAWs are not the same as bank loans 


which can be repaid over a period of 
time. They must be repaid with the first 
tax funds received for the following year. 


THE TAX LEVY for the educational 


fund budget now stands at $1.67 per $100 
•Massed valuation. A levy of up to eight 
ccnta can be assessed for the trans- 
portation fund and up to 37 cents for the 
building fund. The tax levy for the life 
safety fund can be as high as 5 cents. A 
levy of from three to five cents can be 
placed on the municipal retirement fund. 


The tax levy amount for bonds sold by 


the district and the schedule of payment 
is determined when the bonds are sold. 
The dollar amount of the levy is in- 
creased to offset tax collection fees, 
taxes not collected and fees added by the 
banks for handling the transactions.

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New Construction Down 


The value of new construction in Pala- 


tine is continuing to slump and is now 
down more than 18.6 million compared 
with last year's total at this time, ac- 
cording to the July building department 
report. 


A total of $2.3 million in new construc- 


tion, has been started this year, the re- 
port says, compared with $10.9 million in 
new starts for the comparable period last 
year. 


In July, I960, the village chalked up 


over $1 million in new construction 
starts, while this year only $485,000 was 
recorded. The figures in the report are 
total building costs estimates made by 
applicants for building permits. 


Village Pres. Berton G. Braun said 


yesterday there is no question that build- 
ing in Palatine is off, but comparing this 
year's rate to last year's may be a little 
misleading.

I was born and raised in Oregon. I 


spent a years there, except for brief va- 
cations in Washington, California and 
Montana. 
'WHEN 1 accepted a job offer in the 
Northwest suburbs of Chicago, I had to 
look on the map to find out where Chi- 
cago was exactly, let alone Arlington 
Heights. Chicago had always been 
"someplace back east" for me, very re- 
mote and certainly different than Ore- 
gon. 


Friends who had lived here confirmed 


the image. People from Chicago were de- 
scribed as more conservative or more 
liberal than people from Oregon. They 
were more or less friendly. And the 
country was much different. 
' There were no mountains, I was told, 
a*nd the air is so polluted you can't take 
4 decent breath, and there are no trees, 
fid you'll hate it, and why the bell don't 
you slay in Oregon where you belong, 
anyway? That was what my friends said. 
J You'll be mugged, they added. Or 
pped. Or robbed. Or Just get lost In the 
mob of people. The Chicago cops will hit 
you on the head. No one will care about 
you. The list of horrors went on and on. 
; THEN I got here. And 1 found a town 
of 66,000 persons with trees, old houses 
and mixed up traffic patterns. 
'. Not much different from home. 
'. Subdivisions look the same every- 
where. And so, in a way, do the older 
parts of towns, with fine, stately old 
homes on tree-lined streets. 
: Now I'm writing my friends In Oregon 
6> tell then there are trees here, not just 
asphalt, And that you can ask a Chicago 
top for direction* at O'Hare airport and 


he'll smile and give them to you. And 
that people sit at home on warm summer 
evenings and talk about old times or the 
quack grass in the lawn — Just like Ore- 
gon. 


I have found things that are different. 


Restaurants here serve Italian beef sand- 
wiches, the trees aren't the long familiar 
Douglas Fir and there really aren't any 
mountains. 


BUT THE PEOPLE are the same. The 


accents differ, but parents worry about 
children who rebel, older persons mourn 
the pasting of old times, and younger 
ones worry about ecological balances. 


There is trouble, even if it isn't in Ar- 


lington Heights. No matter how far re- 
moved their homes may be from the 
south side, families worry about the 
street gangs. 


But they are friendly to a new person 


from Oregon. 


When I drove into Chicago and couldn't 


find the Loop, the gas station attendant 
was understanding. 


When I went to a Black church in the 


ghetto the minister shook my hand and 
welcomed me. 


And I found friendly people every- 


where. In Lincoln, Neb,, I bought a pair 
of sandals, and the shoe salesman, who 
was from Chicago, went out of his way to 
show me where to have dinner. 


SOMEONE WOULD do that in Oregon, 


too. 


What all this means, I think is that 


there is no promised land, far superior to 
any other, We may argue about the mer- 
its of the weather in one part of the coun- 
try or another; we may feel superior to 
big city folk or country bumpkins, but 
when it comes down to it, we are very 
much alike. 


Americans, wherever they are from 


and whatever then- convictions, are usu- 
ally pretty nice people. Sometimes it is 
easy to forget that and to start hating or 
distrusting each other. 


But we are, after all, in this thing to- 


gether — whether we live in Oregon or 
Illinois. 


And if we remember that, maybe it 


will be better — for all of us. 


The citizens For Better Zoning, a

"The retention 
basin for the shopping center is in- 
adequate and relief through McDonald 
Creek would be out of the question." 


Shachner said that the proposal to wid- 


en Thomas was to help alleviate traffic 
congestion caused 'by traffic from Hersey 
High School. 


He said that the shopping center would 


only add to the congestion on Thomas. 


Representatives of GEMCO plan to use 


the parking lot and the roof of the build- 
ing for water retention. 


"This type of retention basin is prob- 


ably very good in other parts of the coun- 
try, but the retention basin will eventual- 
ly need release and McDonald Creek is 
not the answer," Shachner replied. 


GEMCO is also applying for a special 


use permit for a gas station within the 
complex, as well as an auto center. 
Shachner objected to the special request, 
saying there are already four gas sta- 
tions within a two-and-a-half mile stretch 
on Rand near the proposed complex.

If you happen to see a little old lady 


riding down a Wheeling street in a chart- 
reuse dune buggy don't be surprised. 


In fact, one little old1 lady even assem- 


bled a buggy herself. 


Dune buggies are as easy to assemble 


as a model railroad setup, according to 
Rick Murphy, part owner of "Sand- 
pounders," a Wheeling firm that sells 
dune buggy kits. "Two people could do it 
in a weekend if they wanted to," Murphy 
said. 


Dune buggies, cars that were original- 


ly designed to run on sand, are used 
mostly as fun cars or a second family 
car in this area, Murphy said. 


When used on the street, dune buggies 


can drive long distances and accelerate 
up to 70 miles per hour just like any oth- 
er car, he added. 


Because of a lack of sand and beaches 


in this area, Murphy said, the dune bug- 
gy is not a profitable car to buy for 
beach use in the Northwest suburbs. 
However, there are organized off-road 
racing competitions near Rockford and 
meets sponsored by car clubs. 


THE DIME BUGGY market in this 


area is extensive, even without beaches 
Murphy said. "They're good for the 
homeowner who runs out of things to do 
at home and feels he should do some- 
thing creative," he added. 


"Dune buggies are becoming more 


popular because people are becoming 
oriented as to what a dune buggy is and 
what it can do," the Sandpounders owner 
said. 


Murphy explained that a person who 


wants to build a dune buggy must first 
own a Volkswagen. "They bring the 
Volkswagen into our shop and we show 
them how to take it'apart," he said. The 
builder then buys the dune buggy kit and 
attaches the parts to the Volkswagen 
chassis, Murphy said. 


A Volkswagen is used, he said, because 


they can be easily shortened and 
changed. 


SANDPOUNDERS, 516 N. Milwaukee 


Ave., stocks kits with which to construct 
a dune buggy. One kit includes only the 
hood, body and dashboard. Another kit 
includes the first kit's equipment plus the 
windshield, headlights and basic hard- 
ware. The Super Kit which sells for 
about $800, contains the complete body, 
preassembled and wired and ready to set 
on the Volkswagen chassis 


"A dune buggy is one of the most prac- 


tical things you can buy," Murphy said 
He explained that maintenance is very 
low, the metallic color is part of the body 
and cannot be easily scratched or 
chipped and because of their light weight 
they very seldom need new tires. 


The 2%-year-old Sandpounders sells 


about three kits a week to persons in this 
area. Murphy said he believes "it'll 
come around" to being a multi-million 
dollar industry like it is in the West.

called "office practice" is offered for 
girls not intending to go to college.

If you happen to see a little old lady 


riding down a Wheeling street in a chart- 
reuse dune buggy don't be surprised. 


In fact, one little old lady even assem- 


bled a buggy herself. 


Dune buggies are as easy to assemble 


as a model railroad setup, according to 
Rick Murphy, part owner of "Sand- 
pounders," a Wheeling firm that sells 
dune buggy kits. "Two people could do it 
in a weekend if they wanted to," Murphy 
said. 


Dune buggies, cars that were original- 


ly designed to run on sand, are used 
mostly as fun cars or a second family 
car in this area, Murphy said. 


When used on the street, dune buggies 


can drive long distances and accelerate 
up to 70 miles per hour just like any oth- 
er car, he added. 


Because of a lack of saad and beaches 


in this area, Murphy said, the dune bug- 
gy is not a profitable car to buy for 
beach use in the Northwest suburbs. 
However, there are organized off-road 
racing competitions near Rockford and 
meets sponsored by car clubs. 


THE DUNE BUGGY market in this 


area is extensive, even without beaches 
Murphy said. "They're good for the 
homeowner who runs out of things to do 
at home and feels he should do some- 
thing creative," he added. 


"Dune buggies are becoming more 


popular because people are becoming 
oriented as to what a dune buggy is and 
what it can do," the Sandpounders owner 
said. 


Murphy explained that a person who 


wants to build a dune buggy must first 
own a Volkswagen. "They bring the 
Volkswagen into our shop and we show 
them how to take it apart," he said. The 
buildar then buys the dune buggy kit and 
attaches the parts to the Volkswagen 
chassis, Murphy said. 


A Volkswagen is used, he said, because 


they can be easily shortened and 
changed 


SANDPOUNDERS, 516 N Milwaukee 


Ave, stocks kits with which to construct 
a dune buggy One kit includes only the 
hood, body and dashboard. Another kit 
includes the first kit's equipment plus the 
windshield, headlights and basic hard- 
ware. The Super Kit which sells for 
about $800, contains the complete body, 
preassembled and wired and ready to set 
on the Volkswagen chassis 


"A dune buggy is one of the most prac- 


tical things you can buy," Murphy said 
He explained that maintenance is very 
low, the metallic color is part of the body 
and cannot be easily scratched or 
chipped and because of their light weight 
they very seldom need new tires. 


The 2%-year-old Sandpounders sells 


about three kits a week to persons in this 
area. Murphy said he believes "it'll 
come around" to being a multi-million 
dollar industry like it is in the West.

When the Oakton officials arrived for 


the meeting of the Junior College (JO 
Board at the Sherman House in down- 
town Chicago, they expected the matter 
to be on the action agenda. 


The officials - Dr. William Koehnline, 


college president; Raymond Hartstein, 
chairman of the college board; Neil 
King, real estate agent; and Joseph Mur- 
phy, college attorney — were surprised 


to find the leasing was on the informa- 
tion end of the agenda, and the JC board 
wasn't scheduled to act on it 


The board decided it had already ap- 


proved such leases for Oakton in Febru- 
ary It had allowed 10 year leases for the 
Oakton Campus, and that was enough le- 
gally, the board felt. 


The officials called the owners of build- 


ing two and asked if that was good 
enough. Their attorney said no. He want- 
ed a specific resolution for a no-hitch 
transaction. 


It was already near noon. The officials, 


using teamwork, according to Dr. Koehn- 
line, had to loophole four board officials 
to get their resolution on the agenda for 
the afternoon.

of emergency aid would be forced to 
travel to Chicago rather than obtaining 
help locally. 


"We're doing a good job," Hohlwing 


said. "Last spring the township levied 
taxes to provide money for the general 
assistance fund along with the rest of its 
budget We've been selling tax warrants 
and we have the money just as we al- 
ways did." 


According to Wheeling Township Atty. 


Richrd Cowen, Donne's recommendation 
"is no more than a political grab by the 
Democrats and George Dunne in a delib- 
erate attempt to undermine township 
government."

Interim Statement 


Interim statements on faculty rights 


and responsibilities, confidentiality of 
student records, and student organiza- 
tions were approved Tuesday night by 
the Oakton Community College Board. 


These statements, which will be includ- 


ed in the faculty and student handbooks 
— rules and policy guidebooks — were 
created by the new junior college's, ad- 
ministration, with the guidance of the 
board. 


The handbooks will be revised by the. 


new faculty and student body after 
classes begin Sept. 14, according to John 
Donahue, dean of student personel. 


The introduction and section one of 


the 'interim faculty handbook approved 
by the board outlines the role of the in- 
structors, and their rights and more re- 
sponsibilities. 


THE FACULTY — .which includes 


class teachers, counselors, 
librarians, 


program coordinators, or 
instructional 


materials specialists — are expected to 
be "generalists" as well as specialists, 
according to the statement'Which was 
written primarily by Richard Jordan, 
dean of faculties. 


This means a professor will not be ex- 


pected to only "know about and teach" 
English or typewriting or earth science. 
Roles will "vary with the educational 
needs and assigned tasks." 


Faculty members will be responsible 


for planning, teaching or evaluating 
courses and programs. They will be re- 
sponsible for helping develop and review 
the school's policies. They also will be 
involved in student counseling-and activi- 
ties. 


Faculty members will have "the right 


to teach" according to this statement, 
but they "should be constantly aware of 
the need to distinguish fact and opinion."' 
Teachers should not 'only present one 
point of view but they should help the 
students form their own point of view, 
according to the statement. 


STUPENTS WILL BE encouraged to 


develop ways of evaluating their instruc- 
tors. Teachers also will be judged by 
their other faculty members, the interim- 
handbook states. 


According to the interim statement on 


the confidentiality of student records, 
only certain items about a-student — 
birthdate, dates of enrollment, address 
and telephone, name of parents and ad- 
dress — will be released to government 
agencies.

The five codes, written by John Don- 


ahue, dean of student personnel, and 
other administrators with board guid- 
ance over several months, had been 
scheduled for action In the tentative 
agenda. Copies of the interim codes had 
been distributed to newspapers several 
days before the meeting. 


One code, the Interim code on student 


Involvement in government, was not list- 
ed in the final agenda. 


Both of the deferred codes are based 


on guidelines created by several educa- 
tional associations In the "Joint State- 
ment on Rights and Freedoms of Stu- 
dents." The guidelines emphasize much 
student Involvement, with free ex- 
pression and intellectual inquiry, as long 
as it does not Interfere with the school's 
ability to teach.

Make Junking Economical 


Local 
police, 
conservationists 


and Cook County officials have 
been wrestling with the problem of 
abandoned cars for years but with- 
out much success. 


Highways throughout the county 


are sprinkled with rusting, rotting 
metal hulks that are not only eye- 
sores but dangerous playgrounds 
for children and possible breeding 
places for pests. 


This week, a Cook County Board 


committee is holding hearings in 
an attempt to find a solution to the 
junk car problem. 


Hearings were held in River For- 


est and Palos Heights earlier this 
week, and another session is sched- 
uled for 8:30 p.m. today at the 
county's Des Plaines division head- 
quarters, River and Kensington 
roads. 


Two Northwest suburban com- 


missioners are among the three 
committee members. Commission- 
er Carl R. Hansen of Mount Pros- 
pect was named chairman of the 
committee, 
and 
Commissioners 


Floyd T. Fulle of Des Plaines and 
Charles S. Bonk of Chicago were 
appointed by Hansen. 


One of the weaknesses in the at- 


tack on junk cars has been a lack 
of coordination and advance plan- 
ning. 


An example of the misdirection 


the battle has taken at times was 
seen last year when the county 
made space in county forest pre- 
serves for temporary storage of 
abandoned cars. 


The purpose of this week's hear- 


ings is to consider suggestions 
from the public. We have three 
which we hope the county commis- 
sioners consider as practical ways 
to end the problem. 


First, Cook County should follow 


the lead of DuPage County in es- 
tablishing a central county dis- 
posal area for abandoned cars. In 


DuPage County, the cars are 
crushed and, in a unique way of 
getting some value from them, 
they are being piled as the base for 
a recreational hill. Because of the 
size of Cook County, several loca- 
tions probably would be needed. 


Secondly, very stiff fines should 


be imposed on persons found guilty 


of abandoning cars. The penalty 
should be large enough to dis- 
courage anyone from taking the 
risk of getting caught. 


Finally, since the biggest cause 


of abandoned cars is the high cost 
to have a car towed to a junk yard, 
the county should make it easy and 
economical for owners of aban- 


doned cars to have them towed to 
the county disposal areas. If it 
costs nothing, or little, to take a 
car to the proper place, there 
would be little reason to abandon a 
car along the highway. 


We hope Commissioners Hansen, 


Fulle and Bonk give careful consid- 
eration to these suggestions.

Board's Haste Hard To Explain

Wheeling is now the proud owner of a 


brand new trailer park. 


But for most village residents, the park 


will be more of an unwanted stepchild 
than a pleasant new addition to the fami- 
ly 


Monday the village board granted re- 


zoning for 49 acres adjacent to the Ad- 
dolorata Villa on McHenry Road. On that 
property developers whose identity is 
hidden in a bank trust, will build a mo- 
bile home court for 460 trailers. 


CROWS OF RESIDENTS at Mon- 


day's meeting tried to tell the board that 
mich a park would not best serve the in- 
terest* of Wheeling. Citing increased 
flooding, traffic congestion and police 
sad fire service demands, the residents 
repeatedly told the village they are not 
willing to subsidize trailer park resi- 
dents because of current tax structures. 


Illinois law classifies mobile homes as 


personal property and as a result taxes 
coming from a family living in a trailer 
would be approximately one-tenth of 
these paid by homeowners In the village. 


The residents also questioned why the 


board felt it necessary to act so quickly 
to approve the rezoning which has been 
up for consideration by village officials 
only two monthi, 


Pressed for their reasons why a trailer 


park "Is such a good deal for Wheeling," 
village official! said only that if they did 
not grant the retorting, the property 
could be dlsannexed from the village and 
developed a> a trailer park in Cook 
County with less stringent regulations 
and a greater number of trailers. 


OTHER REASONS TRUSTEES gave 


for the rezoning Included the fact that if 
the property were diaannexed it could 
greatly hamper Wheeling's ability to 
grow toward the north. One trustee also 
Mid he saw mobile borne* as a tolerable 
alternative to lew-coat homing at a 
mean* of placatlig Industrie! la the vil- 
lage who are crying for labor. 


The official! alao referred to their orig- 


inal argon** Halt a reeeat state 8*> 
prmM Court deefck* baa made it illegal 


to ban mobile home living in a munici- 
pality. Challenged by a citizen that other 
municipalities are not approving trailer 
parka, the village attorney told the au- 
dience that the board was not willing to 
fight the legal issue in the courts. 


But, though the village trustees shed 


some light on their reasons for approving 
the park, three of them (the ones who 
voted in favor of the proposal) failed to

be responsive to the demands of Wheel- 
ing residents at the meeting. 


Monday approximately 35 residents 


were at the meeting to ask village offi- 
cials why they were granting the approv- 
al. 


BUT THE BOARD members really 


didn't answer the residents, and they 
didn't really listen to the residents' argu- 
ments against the trailer park. To an 


outside observer it would have seemed 
strange now a group of elected officials 
could listen to substantial arguments 
from interested voters for almost an 
hour and then vote 3 to 1 to override 
those objections without any apparent 
reason for doing so. 


But then an outside observer might not 


understand how things are done in the 
village of Wheeling.

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The Fence Post 
Ticket Quota Hit 


I wish to take vigorous exception to 


Mr. Vesely's article (in the Aug. 4 Her- 
ald) defending police ticket quota sys- 
tems. First, any competent accident in- 
vestigator will tell you that there is more 
than one cause to most accidents. While 
the driver may make a mistake, there 
are usually contributing factors — pri- 
marily highway design, lighting, in- 
adequate traffic control devices, etc. — 
which if corrected would make the street 
or intersection much safer than issuing a 
quota of tickets to subsequent motorists 
at that intersection. This type of quota 
system assumes an inherent stupidity or 
malevolence among motorists and ex- 
cellence in government highway design, 
that is, the public will do no right, the 
state can do no wrong. 


Second, as long as police officers con- 


tinue to write tickets for moving offenses 
under conditions where no unsafe act oc- 
curs, they do not deserve and will not 
receive the support of intelligent people. 
'They have been brainwashed to believe 
that "illegal" is the same as "unsafe." 
Radar traps are usually found where 
they can produce the most revenue: on a 
section of highway where the difference 
between the safe speed and an unrealis- 
tic slower legal speed is greatest. 


THE THEORETICAL objective of traf- 


fic laws is to promote highway safe- 
ty.But the determination of "safety" is 
an engineering function, not a political 
one. Judicial refusal to require proof of 
the occurrence of an unsafe (not illegal) 
act to convict a person on a traffic 
charge and a system which -makes it 
more convenient to plead guilty than in- 
nocent, indicate that our police and gov- 
ernments intend to condition us to obey 
any arbitrary law, like unquestioning 
mindless robot-slaves. 


Being stopped on the road and ulti- 


mately relieved of a large amount of 
cash by an armed man out to make his 
quota has probably made as many

New Century Analyzed

The planners of the New Century Town 


now in the works for an area south of 
Libertyville in Lake County have made 
their first mistake in their $250 million 
development. They're calling it an urban 
project. 


Construction of the town is to start 


next year and will take five to seven 
years to complete. This will give the 
planners plenty of time to compound the 
error. 


v The purpose of the town, the publicity 
release says is to "improve urban liv- 
ing." 


This, of course, is silly. If the devel- 


opers were interested in improving ur- 
ban living they would stay in downtown 
Chicago and build their project in the 
midst of plenty. Plenty of smog, pollution 
and people, that is. 


THERE ARE MORE than a few hints 


that the town, rather than take a page 
from urban living, will take a page from 
northwest suburban living. 


"Within the New Century Town are 


high-rise apartment buildings adjacent to 
the regional town center and a number 
of residential neighborhoods," the public- 
ity says. 


This is good. It sets the stage for the 


first battle of property owners. 


At the first meeting of the Century 


Town village board about 100 home- 
owners will show up to complain that the 
high rise buildings are lowering property 
values in the residential areas. 


In addition to that, the homeowners 


will complain that apartments don't pay 
their way for schools and utilities. 


Townhouses are also planned for the 


area. The townhouse resident* can com- 
plain that the apartments lower Infer 
property values while the single family 
housing costs more than they can afford. 


The possibilities for complaints about 


economic tf iyh ninfltfon are untimitfd. 


The traffic planners should attend the 


aacand meeting of the village board. 
"The town center lies between the shop- 


ping center and the high rise apartment 
buildings, tying them together in a uni- 
fied complex that is partially surrounded 
by the villages," the publicity says. 


WHAT IS MORE TYPICAL of a subur- 


ban community than a Saturday after- 
noon at the shopping center trying to 
avoid collisions with baby strollers and 
find a place to park? 


But there is a solution to the problem. 


One of the developers said a "number of 
promising possibilities hi changing meth- 
ods of shopping and transportation within 
a small radius" have been found by plan- 
ners. 


These include a bus that will pick 


people up when called or shopping by 
phone. The developer does not say what 
happens when the lines are busy. 


To insure that New Century Town func- 


tions as smoothly as the rest of the sub- 
urban area, the following suggestions 
should be incorporated into the design of 
the town. 


To handle the expected traffic jams, 


the Wheeling Police Department can be 
hired. The members may be still looking 
for a job when the town is ready to open. 


To insure that residents will attend vil- 


lage board meetings during the summer. 
New Century Town can contract the wa- 
ter facilities to Buffalo Grove. The vil- 
lage's ability to cope with water prob- 
lems is illustrated by the drought it had 
this summer when four people in the 
Oaken Oasis subdivision decided to brush 
their teeth at the same time. 


TO KEEP PEDESTRIAN traffic mov- 


ing, the Arlington Heights police depart- 
ment can be asked to invent a quota sys- 
tem for issuing jaywalking tickets at the 
same intersection at the same time ev- 
ery day. 


Finally, the celebration of the opening 


of New Century Town will be highlighted 
by Schaumburg Mayor Robert Atcher 
telling stories about his wig and Palatine 
Village Trustee Wendell Jones making 
one of his patented quips.

CASTLE TOLD the Herald/Day that 


the need for a third major airport, rather 
than expansion of O'Hare, was empha- 
sized to the congressmen. 


He said the group also heard a call for 


a meeting between top Chicago, subur- 
ban and federal officials to make Chi- 
cago disclose all its plans for O'Hare ex- 
pansion. 


Castle said notice of past hearings on 


airport expansion before the Chicago 
Plan Commission were published in an 
obscure south side newspaper, pre- 
venting suburban communities from ob- 
taining details of the expansion plans. 


Collier told the noise council that be 


will try to persuade Illinois' congression- 
al delegation to oppose any transfer of 
O'Hare land now used by the Defense 
De&artment to the City of Chicago. 


According to Collier, Chicago wants to 


build an additional five runways if it can 
obtain 100 acres of the federal land. 


"I am making every effort against 


such a transfer," Collier said. "I believe 


a new airport should be built in south- 
west Will County where the citizens want 
the airport and where there are farm- 
lands. Future zoning could be done on 
the basis of the airport." 


"OUR 
PRIME concern is expansion. 


The suggestion of transferring some 80 
flights to Midway won't alleviate this 
condition at all" 


Pucinski supported an opposite view on 


both the location of another airport and 
the impact of transferring flights to Mid- 
way airport in Chicago, but he did agree 
on halting expansion of O'Hare runway 
facilities. 


"O'Hare has reached its capacity," 


Pucinski said. "There are about 2,500 
flights handled daily. Our concern is air- 
borne traffic. I have no objection to 
O'Hare improving their ground facffities 
as long as they freeze the amount of air- 
borne traffic. 


"ON SEPT. IS some 85 flights will be 


transferred from O'Hare to Midway Air- 
port. I have reason to believe 250 flights 
will be moved from O'Hare to Midway 
by next spring or summer. We are shoot- 
ing for 400 flights to be transferred." 


Erlenborn said additional flights would 


have to be halted to make the transfer of 
O'Hare flights to Midway effective. 


Pucinski did not think moving the air- 


port to the Southwest would solve prob- 
lems of citizen dissatisfaction. 


"In a couple of years people from Will 


County will hold a meeting like this for 
the same reason," he said. "You must 
think in terms of land 20 to 30 miles from 
.the airport because the bigger jets are 
going to need longer approaches." 


PUCINSKI CONTENDS that an airport 


cated 10 to 15 mites out in Lake Michigan 
could handle all the "big jets" leaving 
inland airports to handle the smaller air- 
craft. 


While Pucinski said the only way mu- 


nicipalities will be able to fight the grow- 
ing problems of airport noise is to take 
their pleas to the court, Collier and Er- 
lenborn advocated working out legisla- 
tion the courts would have to follow. 


"We are in the courts," said John 


Varble, BensenviHe village president. 
Bensenvilte, Park Ridge, Elmhurst, 
Schiller Park, Norridge and .six private 
citizens are engaged in a suit against the 
City of Chicago and 23 airlines to curtail 
further expansion of runways at O'Hare. 


"Many things can be corrected," 


Varble said. "I hate to spend money on 
this suit. I would rather spend it on the 
sewer system in the village, but the truth 
is, there will be no need for a sewer sys- 
tem because there will be no BensenvUle 
if Chicago continues to expand the air- 
port." 


Crane spoke briefly in support of the 


council and expressed his intentions to 
"do all I can to help."

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Order Audio-Visual Rebid 


The Oakton Community College Board 


Tuesday night ordered new bids on more 
than $1,000 worth of audio-visual equip- 
ment. 


The bids were criticized by the board 


aad members of the audience for being 
inadequately advertised. Descriptions of 
the needed equipment were not sufficient 
to determine the relative quality of the 
bids, they said. 


The administration defended the bids 


by saying It had acted within state laws 
on purchasing. It had also acted before 
the board solidified its policy on bids in 
July, Arthur Kent, business manager 
said. 


Bob Moore, publisher of the Skokle 


News, was critical because only one or 
two bids out of 16 bids requested came in 
on several of the equipment items under 
consideration. 


HE WANTED MORE newspaper ad- 


vertising of bids, and said not enough 
people and businesses in the community 
had been aware of the bidding. 


Another Skokie resident, Phil Rosten, 


who works In the audio-visual industry, 


was critical of the item descriptions, the 
specifications. 


"How can you get two bids for a 16 


millimeter project where one is 11,010 40 
and the other is $675? How do you know 
If the lower bid really would do the job?" 


After listening to a specification of a 


movie splicer, that had received two bids 
for $19.50 and $7 20, be said he could ful- 
fill that specification for $1.75. 


Kent said the administration had acted 


in the then accepted manner of referring 
to an expert on the specifications, in this 
case Joseph F. BorowsU, college direc- 
tor of learning resource*. The board then 
contacted a number of firms for bids. 


COLLEGE ATTY. Joseph Murphy told 


the Herald/Day that the Junior College 


. Act does not require competitive bidding 


or advertising of bid requests. 


The board, he said has decided to take 


bids on needed equipment and materials. 


In July, the board made a policy deci- 


sion to get more newspaper advertising 
for bid requests. 


In other actions, the board accepted a 


proposal by the Datronic Rental Corpo- 
ration to rent data processing equipment 
for $436 tf month. 


The board also accepted a proposal by 


Maine Township High School Dist 207 to 
rent its IBM computer for 40 hours a 
month at $25 an hour to the Oakton pro- 
gram. 


The board authorized the adminis- 


tration to staff the position of a "mainte- 
nance foreman," who can keep the heat- 
ing and cooling system in operation. 


The board took the administration rec- 


ommendation for installing a telephone 
system. The system approved would cost 
$655 for installation, and $473.95 per 
month. 


THIS SYSTEM WOULD utilize some of 


the present equipment used by Cook 
Electric, former tenant on the property 
in Morton Grove. 


The board approved of a lease for 


building number two on the college 
campus. The ten year lease — from Sept. 
1, 1970 through April 30, 1980, would re-

Service Aids Mentally 111

In the same line of reasoning, ambu- 


latory services for people with severe 
emotional problems Is one way of reach- 
ing those who might previously have 
been considered unmotivated, unreach- 
able, and even untreatabte 


Designed more for out-patients than 


for in-patients, this ambulatory service is 
open 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 
Everybody is treated — rich, poor, all 
colors, races and religions. There is an 
open-door policy for all patients and no 
one is turned away. 


This type of service as inaugurated at 


Massachusetts General Hospital in 1967 
was originally called "acute psy- 
chiatric service." This "seeking out" pol- 
icy allowed patients to be found earlier 
in their emotional difficulties, and re- 
sulted in more preventive treatment 
methods being used. 


A GREAT NUMBER of people have re- 


sponded to the ambulatory service, but 
this does not indicate that people are get- 
ting more emotionally inset. The re- 
sponse simply points up the fact that cer- 
tain needs were not being met and that 
the service has simply recognized this 
fact. 


Ambulatory service develops a com- 


munity network of resources 
which 


forces the psychiatrist out of his ivory 
tower. As a consequence, be can begin to 
understand what the needs of a large 
population really area. 


Psychiatric residents at the hospital 


receive excellent training in this type of 
service. They work hard, are under tre- 
mendous pressure, see all kinds of varied 
and seemingly impossible cases and 
must always be aware. But when they 
are through they realize that for the rest 
of their professional career they will nev- 
er be faced with a problem they haven't 
seen before. While It is very demanding 
and very difficult, it makes for their hav- 
ing confidence in their ability to deal 
with almost any emotional problem 
which may come their way.

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So Children May See And Hear Better 


The SLIDESmobile's Coming To Town 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 
(iMt ef a twa-part series) 


With the help of a corp of volunteers to 


distribute flyers and take care of ad- 
vance publicity and registration, a com- 
munity is alerted to the cominf of the 
SLIDESmobile. The vehicle made Its de- 
but in July and now can be seen parked 
at and plugged into schools, churches 
and day care facilities 


The SLIDESmobile was designed by 


the three women who bead up the vision 
and hearing screening program, Helen 
Appeldoom, director; Helen Gibbons, 
eotwulUnt for the visually handicapped; 
and Joan Wootton, consultant for the 
hearing handicapped. 


"We knew what we wanted and what 


we needed," seid Miss Gibbons. "We 
consulted with others and came up with 
a workable design. The SLIDESmobile is 
the first of Hs kind." 


PRIOR TO THE construction of the 


SLlDESmoMle, the equipment used in 
screenings was set up at the various 
schools and other spots. Many times ade- 
quate space and surroundings were not 
available making screening difficult. 


The Interior is decorated in bright blue 


and yellow with birch walls throughout, 
there are no sharp contrasts In colors 
and no glare making for a good visual 
environment. A 6-foot square soundproof 
room (which eliminates 96 per cent of all 
noise) was constructed with walls over 
a foot thick Miss Wootton described the 
room as being comparable to a doctor's 
office and the finest and best made. 


Screening appointments are made be- 


fore the arrival of the unit. Pre-schoo- 
lers, over the age of 3, are given the 
various vision and hearing tests. 


"MANY OF THE LITTLE children are 


not able to complete the first screening 
in vision," said Miss Gibbons. "Some are 
shy or frightened or too Immature. We 
ask their parents to bring them back at a 
later time and, while they're home, to 
play readiness games with them If our 
screenings point to a sight problem, we 
give the mother an ocular form to be 
tilled out by the doctor and returned to 
us. If we don't receive the form, we call 
to see if the child has had the follow-up 
treatment. 


"Unless the problem is very obvious, 


we will ask the child to return for a sec- 
ond screening before seeing a physi- 


cian," she continued. "A rescreeaiiig , 
does not mean that there is a definite 
problem. We rescreen for a variety of ' 
reasons. Whatever information we gather 
is transmitted to the schools, including 
reports from doctors. We keep tabs on 
the child until he is in a regular school 
health program where annual testing is 
given." 


Miss Gibbons is helped with the vi- 


sion testing by two technicians who have 
been certified by the Illinois Department 
of Public Health. 


One of the handicaps Miss Gibbons and 


her staff look for is amblyopia, or "lazy 
eye," the Inability of a child to develop 
central or reading vision in one eye. It is 
usually correctable if found and treated 
at an early age. But the problem with 
the disease is that often the parents are 
not aware that their child is seeing with 
only one eye. Between three and four per 
cent of the children hi the United States 
are afflicted with amblyopia. 


Hearing, stressed Miss Wootton, is one 


of the basic tools through which a child 
learns to adapt to his environment. It Is 
the basic tool for acquiring language 
skills. 


"SCREENING OF preschool language 


skills is of prime importance between 
birth and age six," she added. "Learning 
takes place at a very rapid rate at this 
time. This is not just limited to vocabu- 
lary or words but to techniques like in- 
flection of the voice, etc. After age six a 
child's ability to make up any lost learn- 
ing is greatly reduced. 


"During this age span when a child 


needs his hearing the most, be is most 
susceptible to allergies, colds, upper res- 
piratory diseases and tonsilitis all of 
which affect his hearing Identification of 
hearing problems should begin as early 
as possible and continue through puber- 
ty." 


Pure tone audiometric screening testa 


are performed in the soundproof room, 
and pure tone threshold tests can also be 
given. The special facilities in the SLI- 
DESmobile allow for modification of 
procedures if a child won't cooperate or 
doesn't understand. The children do not 
wear earphones (which frightens many 
smaller ones) and are able to commu- 
nicate verbally with the technician giv- 
ing the screening. 


"WE ARE IN NO way trying to elimi- 


nate a doctor. They can do things medi- 
cally and do diagnosis whereas we just 
provide them with as extensive Informa- 
tion as possible," Miss Wootton said. 


"Studies by public health have shown 


that 89 per cent of all children with hear- 
ing problems can be helped to the point 
first time around. The second time the 
figure drops to 3% per cent. Better than 
70 per cent of the children we screen re- 
spond well to it." . 


Miss Wootton also has two certified 


technicians working with her in hearing 
screening. Generally one technician, 
works outside of the soundproof room at 
a control console to control the amount 
of sound being fed into the room and to 
watch for responses in the child Another 
techiician can remain in the room with 
the child if necessary. 


"OUR PURPOSE for all the equip- 


ment we have," said Miss Appeldoorn," 
is to provide the parents with a reliable 
test that she can take to a doctor if nec- 
essary. We have good test conditions, 
adequate equipment and trained person- 
nel. 


"We spend the money in our budget 


the way we think it will best serve the 
communities we serve. Actually a small 
part of our budget goes for equipment 
and hardware is always needed." 


The Soropfynist Club of Des Plaines, of 


which Miss Appeldoorn is a member, 
recently donated an audiometer to 
SLIDES. Presently, $1,700 is needed for 
an "artificial ear" with which to test 
equipment. 


THE SLIDES PROGRAM serving this 


area, one of 16 similar programs in the 
state, is being watched by other regions. 
The SLIDESmobile 1s unique and has al- 
ready proven to be an asset to the pro- 
gram. 


A more extensive program is planned 


for the future. Miss Wootton plans to do 
language evaluations, something not usu- 
ally done by doctors, and then follow up 
on each child to see how much their 
hearing loss has "knocked them down." 
Also an addition to the staff win make 
additional services available. 


SLIDES is free to the people who take 


advantage of it. Slightly more than 83,300 
children are screened out of a possible 
250,000. Miss Appeldoorn, Miss Gibbons 
and Miss Wootton are working toward 
reaching all of these.

fic beading north to State Street, is a 
large sign lettered in red and white that 
reads: "Home of the Schenectady Little 
League — World Champions of 1954." 


It Is a sign Schenectadians revere al- 


most as much as the sign that points out 
the main entrance to their General Elec- 
tric plant which, during two world wars, 
helped their community earn the reputa- 
beiped thJer community earn the reputa- 
tion of being the one that lights and hauls 
the world. It is not so surprising, then, 
that before the start of every Little 
League season, the sign is touched up 
with delicate dabs of red and white and 
the grass around it is mowed and mani- 
cured to putting gteen standards, at 
least. 


Slxleea years have passed since 14 of 


ScheMciady's native ions went all the 
way to Wlfflamiporl, Pa., ud estak- 
Hsbed themselves as the best baseball 
players M planet earth, aged 8 to 12. 
&rt, werld champions or not, they went 
the inevttaMe way of all Little Leaguers 
— they grew ap. Eight of them are mar- 
ried now, six have children of their owa, 
and they are settled In places like Or- 
aage, Texas, and Nagoya, Jipaa, and, ef 
course, Schenectady, New York. 


Two of them made careen of baseball 


and surfaced briefly in the major leagues 
- Jim Barbleri with the Dodgers in 1966, 
Bill Connors with the Cubs and the Met* 
In 1967 and 196B. Five became school 
teachers, two went to work in the GE 
plant, one is sports editor of a newspaper 
in Texas. One is in business for himself 
— an employment agency in'Boston — 
and two others are employed by Sche- 
nectady firms as a salesman and a print- 
er. One is among the city's 1,242 unem- 


ployed. 


Although the memories of that summer 


of 1954 remain unchanged, the same can- 
not be said of their feelings toward Little 
League baseball itself. As adults and, in 
some cases, parents on the verge of be- 
coming Little League fathers themselves, 
they no longer look upon the subculture 
of organized boys' baseball as they did 16 
years ago when, nearing adolescence, 
they theoretically ruled it. 


Bill Masncd, Schenectady Little 


League historians will tell you, was the 
best player on that 1954 world champion- 
ship team. He was the winning pitcher 
and hit a home run when Schenectady 
defeated Colton. Calif., 7-5 in the cham- 
pionship game. Now 28, he is a graduate 
of Ithaca College, a health and physical 
education teacher at Schenectady's Lin- 
ton High School, and the father of a six- 
year-old son.

where he lives. Admittedly, he Is unde- 
cided about whether toi encourage Us son 
to try out for a Little League team three 
minimum age. The very part of Little 
League basebal he enjoyed most as a 
player, paradoxically, now disturbs him 
most as a parent. 


"This all-star business, this all-the- 


way-to-Willlamsport staff, is hurting a lot 
of kids," Masucci said. "Look, these 
Little League people give you all these 
slogans about keeping boys in sports and 
out of courts and all that, but this all-star 
routine contradicts it all. Around here, 
the seasons end on July 1st so the all-star 
teams can start playing. Fine, fine, for 
the 14 kids who make the all-star teams. 
But what about the kids who don'tb 


"They've got the rest of the summer to 


twiddle their thumbs, or whatever. Little 
League has to relate to the times, right 
now, 1970, especially in the urban areas 
where it can do the most good. A lot of 
things have changed since 1954. Maybe 
they should do away with all-star teams, 
and the World Series, and let the season 
run the whole summer so the kids can 
play until they're played out. I think a lot 
of Little League people are worrying too 
much about winning world champion- 
ships and not enough about kids them- 
selves " 


Criticizing Little League baseball in 


Schenectady is tantamount, perhaps to 
criticizing beer in Milwaukee or tubelees 
tires In Akron. But regardless of what 
B1U Masncci might say about Little 
League priorities, he will always retain 


the special niche, Scbenectadiane re- 
served for him that August day in 1954 
when be struck out Cotton's Norm Haus- 
toy to wrap up the city's world cham- 
pionship in anything. 


'To this day, people stop me in the 


street and want to talk about it," he said. 
"I don't think they'll ever forget k. It's 
like being famous but not really famous, 
know" what I mean? The other day I 
wanted to cash a twenty-dollar check and 
I went into a bank on the other side of 
town I had never been to before. The 
toller said he couldn't cash it for me be- 
cause I didn't have an account there. 


"Just as be was abort to hand tt back 


to me, paused and looked at It again. 
•Bin Mancci,' be said. 'You wouldn't be 
the Little Leagme pitcher, would yen?' I 
said, 'Yes, that's right' He said, 'Glad to 
meet you,' and he shook my hand. Then 
he said, 'Woald yon like two tens or four 
fives?'

On Aug. 24,1954, in the last inning of a 


quarterfinal round game in the sixth 
Little League World Series at Williams- 
port, Joe Loudis of Schenectady struck 
out his pitching counterpart from Lake- 
land, Fla., on four pitches. Schenectady 
was leading at the time, 144), and even if 
John (Boog) Powell did hit one out, it 
wouldn't have mattered much to any- 
body from Schenectady, except maybe 
Joe Loudis. 


Powell is still playing baseball, in Bal- 


timore now, and Loudis is a teacher of 
business subjects and basketball coach 
fit Cohoes, N. Y., High School where, last 
winter, his team won a Colonial Confer- 
ence title and compiled a record of 18 
wins, two losses. Now 28, and double his 
Little League playing weight of 105 
pounds, Joe Loudis will tell you, in retro- 
spect, that it was difficult, indeed, 'to be 
washed up as an athlete at 13 years old. 
After winning a world championship at 
12, just what, he asked, was left? 


"That '54 World Series was the high- 


light of my life," said Loudis. "Here we 
were, a bunch of 12-year-olds from a 
small town, playing for a world cham- 
pionship before the biggest crowd I ever 
saw to my life (8,000). m always re- 
member the feeling inside me that day 
because it's never been equaled. I think 
winning something like a world cham- 
pionship at so young an age affected me 
for the rest of my sports career, and the 
effect wasn't really a positive one, now 
that I look back on it. 


"In high school, for example, I played 


three years of varsity basketball But 
playing for some league championship 
never did inspire me as much as playing 
for the world championship of Little 
League did. In college, I was even less 
inspired and wound up quitting the team. 
Maybe I was a has-been at 13, com- 
petitively, and I didn't know it. Now that 
I'm coaching I think maybe an unde- 


feated season would match the feeling of 
accomplishment I had back then, hut I'm 
really not too sure about that."

Dragons in Japan after four seasons in 
the Dodger chain at Spokane. Now 29, he 
has three sons, the oldest of whom is 
eight years old, and he has no,reserva- 
tions about allowing them to try out for 
Little League teams hi Japan, or wher- 
ever else he might be playing when they 
reach the required age. 


"Being captain of that Schenectady 


team, I got around more than the other 
kids," Barbieri said, "and I remember 
people talking about pressure, and that I 
was too young to be doing all these 
things. But I never really felt any pres- 
sure and the reason was probably be- 
cause I was so young. The full impact of 
afl the things I did never really hit me 
until I got older and smarter. 


"I was on the Today Show with Dave 


Garroway, and the Ferry Como Show, 
and my picture was on the front page of 
the New York Daily News, and I was 
interviewed by Mel Allen and Red Bar- 
ber, and I even got a kiss from Dinah 
Shore. But you know something? When I 
was 12 years old, going on the Como 
Show was no different than coining up to 
bat hi a Little League game with the 
bases loaded." 


All of which brings up a question about 


Little League baseball that psychologists 
and doctors and educators have asked of- 
ten through the years, even in Sche- 
nectady: Is the emphasis on winning, in 
tournament play, too much for a 12-year- 
old to handle?
